YOWNEY’S” TRAVELS. 


On the Home-stretch of a Kound-the- 


World Tour. 
(MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS hEPORT.) 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—“Owney,” the 
postal clerk’s dog, has arrived at quar- 
antine from China, having completed 
the circuit of the globe since he last 
visited New York. He left Tacoma 
August 12 last, and visited the follow- 
ing places: Shanghai, Woo Sang, Foo 
Chow, Hongkong, Singapore, Persia, 
Suez, Algiers and St. Michaels (Azores.) 
Fastened to his collar is a tag which 
says: “Owney, boom Tamoca while you 
live and when you die be buried in a 
Tacoma-made coffin.” 

Affixed to the canine’s collar is the 
following note from A. B. Case, post- 
master at Tacoma: “To all who may 
meet this dog: Owney is his name. He 
is the pet of 100,000 postal employees of 
the United States of America. He 
starts today, August 12, 1895, for a trip 
around the world. Treat him kindly 
and speed him on his journey across 
the ocean and land to Yokohama, 
Hongkong and New York. From New 
York send him overland to Tacoma, 
and who knows but he may compass 
the globe and beat the record of Nellie 
Bly and George Francis Train, and be 
known as a-celebrated globe-trotter.”

FLANK MOVE 


Cubans are Advancing 
on Havana. 


Gomez Outwits Campos fh 
Splendid Style, 


Insurgents Risk Annihilation in 
Order to Attack the 
Capital. 


The Affair at Ajuica Little More 
Than One of Outpost 
Spanish Commanders are 
Radly Ratticd. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

HAVANA, Dec. 24.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated. Press, Copyright, 
1895.) Shortly after noon today the 
startling news was received from Ma- 
tanzas that Gen. Maximo Gomez, at the 
head of the insurgent army, said to 
number about 12,000 men of all arms, 
fairly well supplied with artillery, had 
by a feint turned the flank of Capt.- 
Gen. Martinez de Campos, in command 
of the Spanish forces at Colon, at- 
tempting to stop the advance of the 
army upon Havana, and were well to 
the westward of Colon and threatening 
Matanzas to the southward and pre- 
paring to strike directly at Havana. 
The receipt of this startling news has 
caused the greatest excitement here, 
both in official and unofficial circles. 

As previously detailed in these dis- 
patches, the insurgents, a little over 
two weeks ago, entered the province 
of Santa Clara from the province of 
Puerto Principe at Igura, and, after 
defeating Col. Segura and a Spanish 
column, they made a most wonderful 
advance through the province, passing 
through the flower of the Spanish 
army assembled there and said to 
number about 5000 men. After some 
sharp skirmishes, in which the Span- 
lards were worsted, Gen. Campos, who 
has made his headquarters at Santa 
Clara, transferred them to Cienfuegos 
with the announced intention of per- 
sonally commanding the troops .which 
were to check the insurgents’ ad- 
vances. But, in spite of repeated re- 
pulses, the insurgents pressed onward, 
passing Plat As) Cra, 
San Juan de las Teras, Runchuelo and 
other towns, pushed on for the fron- 
tier of Matanzas. 

At one time it was reported that they 
intended to attack Santa Clara, but 
their tactics seemed to be to pass all 
the big towns and press on for Havana. 
It was only a few days ago that the 
announcement was made that the in- 
surgents were at Las Lajas and march- 
ing onward to Havana. Then came the 
news that the insurgents had entered 
the province of Matanzas at Falma 
Sala. Before this, however, Gen. Cam- 
pos had changed his headquarters to 
Colon, and he commenced hurriedly 
concentrating his forces there, intend- 
ing to compel Gen. Gomez to fight a 
pitched battle before passing that place. 
A day or so ago the insurgents caused 
a scurry in Colon. Firing was heard 
at Ajuica, about fifteen miles from the 
place, and reinforcements were sent to 
the front, but this turned out to be lit- 
tle more than an outpost affair and 
while the Spanish troops made for this 
port, the main body of the army passed 
south of Colon near the line of railroad 
and headed for the frontier province 
of Havana, turning the flank cf the 
captain-general, who, with the bulk 
of the Spanish forces in the island of 
Cuba, fs now well to the rear of the in- 
surgents’ column. 

The latter, moving more rapidly than 
the Spanish troops, who are utterly un- 
used to traveling in this thickly-wooded 
country, without regular roads and 
with heavy grasses and low bushwood 
to interfere with every movement, are 
not likely to be able to catch up with 
the quickly-moving Cubans, ‘omez, 
by a beautifully-executed counter- 
march, has turned the flank of the 
famed Spanish commander, and today, 
with his army, made his uppeararce 
close to the town of Jovollano, well to 
the rear of Colon and commanding the 
railroads to Cardenas, Matanzas and 
Havana. 

The movement of the insurgents was 
an example of splendid seneralship, 
accomplished under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, and in the face of over- 
whelming numbers of Spanish troops, 
commanded by the best officers of 
Spain. The insurgents burned the ruil- 
road station of Quintina, east of Joval- 
lano, and destroyed the railroads be- 
hind them to prevent the advance of tne 
Spaniards upon their rear. The last 
news received was that they had passed 
Matenzas, and were pushing for the 
railroad which connects Matanzas with 
Havana. 

It seems that there is nothing likely 
to prevent them from besiegimg Ha- 
vana within the next few days, for the 
Spanish commanders appear to have 
entirely lost their heads and unless 
Cam has accomplished a miracle of 
daring strategy in allowing Gomez and 
his friends to silp by, in order that the 
Spanish troops may be hurried after 
them, end by a sortie f Havana, 
catch them betewen two fires, the in- 


surgents are masters of the situation. 
The odds against the Spaniards being 

able to press on after the triumphant 

insurgents army are véry heavy. Not 


only have the insurgents destroyed the 
railroads behind them,

their ships as it were, but they have in 
many other ways done everything pos- 
sible to impede the progress of the 
Spanish army, and the arrival of Gomez 
before Havana will be shortly an- 
nounced. As it is, the insurgent cav- 
alry has been sighted within about 
fifty miles of Havana, to the westward 
of Matanzas, and had apparently 
taken pössesston of the railroad lines 
joining that seaport to this cfty. 

Railroad and mail communication be- 
tween Jovallanos, Colom and Matanzas 
is interrupted, and it is believed to be 
only a question of a few hours when 
the telegraphic communication with 
Matanzas and the west will be cut. 
Gen. Campos has ordered the Spanish 
commanders nearest to the insurgents, 
Gen. Valdez and Gen. Navarro, to do 
everything possible to attack the in- 
surgents under any and all circum- 
stances, but it is not thought likely 
that these generals will be able to do 
what the captain-gemeral has been un- 
able to do. 

A later dispatch says that Capt.-Gen. 
Campos has managed to get out of 
Colon and that he has placed himself 
at the head of the Spanish forces at 
Limonar, twenty miles ast of Matan- 
zas, where he expects to be able to 
strike at the insurgents. Thousands of 
people from all parts of the country 
around Matanzas are flocking in terror 
into that city, according to the official 
dispatches. But other reports say that 
they are in the main offering to join 
the insurgents, who are being plenti- 
fully supplied with provisions by the 
inhabitants of all the towms along the 
route they follow. The little town of 
Jacan, Santo Domingo, where a de- 
tachment of seventy-four soldiers un- 
der a captain and two lieutenants of 
the Spanish army were attacked and 
for the most part cut to pieces by the 
insurgents, is almost deserted. 


DISMAY AT THE CAPITAL. 

HAVANA, Dec. 24.—(By South Amer- 
ican Cable.) Christmas eve is ushered 
in with something like dismay in this 
city, and there is apprehension hourly 
gaining ground that Havana will be 
besieged by armed forces before Christ- 
mas day is over. The advance of the 
insurgents seemed at latest advices to 
be uninterrupted, thus contradicting a 
report sent out during the afternoon 
that they had been turned back in a 
pitched battle by Campos himself and 
were striving to make their way back 
into Santa Clara province. 

This rumor stated in great detail that 
Gen. Campos in person at the head of 
the Spanish forces had succeeded in 
coming face to face with Gomez and 
his forces at the plantation of Cotizo, 
which was in flames. This plantation 
is situated twelve miles from Cardenas, 
and twenty-one miles from Matanzas. 
The insurgents, it is said, were hemmed 
in and compelled to fight. Desperate 
engagements were reported, the com- 
batants being surrounded by thé flames 
of the burning plantation. The insur- 
gents, it was said, were dispersed, leav- 
ing 700 dead and wounded on the field. 

The troops’ loss was, it was reported, 
comparatively insignificant, being only 
fourteen, and Gen. Valdez and Gen. 
Luque had already started to Sabanilla 
del Incomodadum, supported by several 
other columns in pursuit of the flying 
insurgents, who were supposed to be 
making their way back to Santa Clara 
province at their best speed. This re- 
port had the effect of generally restor- 
ing confidence here, and it was gener- 
ally believed for a time, as it indicated 
that Gomez had given up his campaign 
for lack of support in Matanzas. 

The details of this engagement had 
hardly become disseminated throughout 
the city, however, before there came 
a further report that the insurgents 
were marching toward Guanabana and 
‘that Capt.-Gen. Campos had hastened 
to that point to oppose the advance, 
thus once more moving his headquar- 
ters westward and nearer Havana, as 
he has had to do so often within the 


five miles out of Matanzas and ten or 


where Gen. Campos was ta hay 


last few days. Guanabana is only about 


won his important victory over Gomez 
in person. 

It became evident that the reports of 
Gen. Campos’s successful stand and 
rout of the insurgents was either un- 
founded or that the force he had met 
with was merely a wing of the in- 
surgent army, sent to make a diversion 
while the main columns pushed on to 
the westward. 

All is confusion here and the author- 
ities are apparently all at sea as to 
what will be the next step of the in- 
surgents, whether Matanzas will be be- 
sieged or whether the advance on that 
point is merely a feilnt to bold the 
Spanish forces there, while the insur- 
gents make a way once more in the 
west of Havana, which ts less than 
fifty miles from Matanzas. The near 
approach of the insurgents to Matan- 
zas has, in fact, had the effect of con- 
centrating all the available Spanish 
forces at that town. 

NEW YORK CUBANS SKEPTICAL. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—Members of 
the Cuban revolutionary party residing 
in this city express a doubt concerning 
the authenticity of the reports from 
Cuba to the effect that the insurgents 
are rapidly advancing upon Havana. 

Emilio A. Gramente, principally iden- 
tifled with the local Cuban societies, 
said tonight that he had received no of- 
ficial confirmation of the press dis- 
patches received from Cuba. He did not 
believe there was any possibility of 
any attempt on the part of the insurg- 
ents to capture Havana at che present 
time. The policy of the Cuban gen- 
erals was to fight in the open fields, 
not daring to be surrounded by the 
| Spanish troops in the vicinity of a large 
city like Havana, where at least 30,000 
citizens would be impressed into the 
Spanish army by the authorities in case 
of the near approach of the insurgents. 

RIDICULE AT THE LEGATION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The officials 
of the Spanish legation appear not to 
be disturbed at the news coming from 
Havana. They ridicule the idea of the 
insurgents taking possession of a city 
like Havana with its population of 300,- 
000 people. Minister De Lome has re- 
ceived several dispatches from Havana 
showing in part the condition of affairs. 

A dispatch from Gen. Arderius, who 
is second in command, reports that at 
1 o’clock today he had just had a con- 
ference with Gen. Campos, then at 
Limonar. Gen. Campos intended to 
start for Guanabana, where he expected 
to pass the night. The latter is a reg- 
ular point of railroad communication, 
and is to the west of Limonar. Yester- 
day, the Minister is advised, Campos 
met the band of Maximo Gomez, the 
engagement taking place on a planta- 
tion where the fires had been started by 
the insurgents. The Spanish kes was 
twelve wounded. The insurgents fell 
back and divided into groups. Gens. 
Valdez and Luque are in the Vanguard 
of the enemy in full communication 
commander-in-chief.

today reported that the bands of Ma.

REMEDIOS, Dec. 8.—To Tomas Es- 
trada Palma-—-My dear and good 
friend: It is long since I wrote you. 1 
do so whenever I can, which is not 
often, due to the great amount of work 
on my shoulders.

AUSTRIAN RIDICULE. 

NEW YORK, Dec. %4.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Vienna says: 

“The conviction is gaining ground 
here that President Cleveland has ¢om- 
mitted a huge blunder. The comments 
of the press are becoming more severe, 
especially after the ‘Krachs’ on the 
Vienna Bourse, which resulted directly 
from the President's message. Not a 
single journal in Austria takes the side 
of Mr. Cleveland. When one considers 
the sympathy formerly felt in Europe 
with the United States it is considered 
that a grave error has been commitetd 
at Washington. I fear it will be a long 
time before the moral effect it has pro- 
duced will disappear.” 

Such ts the opinion of a well-known 
Austrian diplomat interviewed on the 
subject. It is said that this opinion is 
shared by Counts Kalnoky and Golus- 
howsky, whose sympathy with England 
are well known. The comic papers too 
do not spare President Cleveland and 
Are full of jokes and cuts, in which the 
message is held up to ridicule. 


WANTED TO ARBITRATE. 


Venezuela’s Wishes Opposed by the 
British Government. 
(REGULAR ASSOUIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 24. —A dispatch to 
the Herald from Vienna says the Paris 
correspondent of the Neue Freie Presse 
telegraphs to that papar an interview 
which he had with Gen. Palacio, en- 
President of Venezuela, who said that 
Holland had a far more justifiable pre- 
tension to the disputed territory tham 
Great Britain. Venezuela, he added, 
had never been averse to arbitration. 
During his own term as President the 
government wished to propose that the 
Presidents of the United States, France 
and Switzerland should act as arbitra- 
tors, but this plan was abandoned be- 
cause it would have required long and 


assidtous discussion and _ inquiries, 
while the Presidents frequently 
changed. 


Venezuela then desired to submit the 
matter to the Emperor of Austria, in 
whose justice she had the fullest confi- 
dence, but this desire was abandoned 
because of Great Britain’s attitude Gem, 
Palacio concluded by declaring that 
neither Venezuela nor the United States 
expected war. 

DEMONSTRATION AT PANAMA. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 244.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Panama, Colombia, 
says that a magnificent demonstration 
in honor of the United States Consuk- 
General Vimquain, as a means of ex» 
pressing their appreciation of President 
Cleveland’s message, was siven by the 
citizens of this city. It ts said that the 
British Consul sent a note to Gov. Ara- 
nao, intimating that

THE BANK CAVED DOWN. 


FATAL ACCIDENT AT THE NEW 
CITY JAIL SITE. 


A Laborer struck by Karth 
and Injured so that He Died in 
Less than Three Hours—The Ac- 
cident Entirely Unexpected. 


A fatal accident occurred at the new 
City Jail site yesterday afternoon, 
where a large force of men are at 
work on the foundation for the struct- 
ure. The victim was J. F. Sennett, a 
laborer who was mortally injured by 
ihe caving of a bank of earth. 

The accident happened at a few min- 
utes past 3 o'clock. At 5:45 p.m. Sen- 
net died in the Réceiving Hospital 
without having regained consciousness. 

Sennet was enlarging a hole for a 
pillar, which was originally dug five 
feet square and as many feet deep. 
lle was cutting off half a foot of the 
west bank of the hole; so as to allow 
the pillar to be shifted six inches in 
that direction. While thus engaged a 

portion of the north bank of the hole 
Gretta off. The falling ground, which 
consisted of lumpy clay and adobe, 
struck the unfortunate-man in the side 
and threw him violaitly against the 
south bank. His head struck the wall 
of solid earth with great force, knock- 
ing him unconscious and causing blood 
to gush from his ears and nostrils. 
The upper portion of his body was not 
buried, and his injuries were confined 
entirely to his head and bruises in the 
region of the abdomen, 

It was only the labor of a few 
moments to get him out of the hole and 
the patrol wagon immediately con- 
veyed him to the Receiving Hospital. 
In the absence of Police Sergeon Dry- 
ant. Dr. Lasher was summoned, but 
could do nothing to save the patient. 
Hemorrhages of the brain had resulted 
which terminated fatally in less than 


three hours, 

John Pratt, foreman of the work, 
says the accident was entirely unfore- 
seen, hence could not be avoided. The 


hole was not timbered, as its shallow- | 


ness and the solid nature of the ground 
made it seem unnecessary to take such 
precaution. The foreman and the en- 
gineer passed by the hole and spoke 
to Sennet only a few minutes before 
the accident and there was then no 
sign of a cave-in. 

Sennet’s body was sent to Kregelo & 
Bresee’s undertaking rooms, where the 
Coroner will hold an inquest today. 
The funeral will take place from the 
dead man's home, No. 750 East Six- 
teenth street. Thursday morning. He 
was about 40 years old and had a wife 
and two children. Mrs. Sennet was 
with her husband in his dying mo- 
ments, but he never recovered con- 
sciousness. 


GOT HIS MAN. 


Deputy Marshal Oaks’s Yarn About 
Arresting a Counterfelter. 


Deputy United States Marshal Oaks 
had a triumphant book in his face yes- 
terday when a Times man asked him 
the usual question, whether he had 
caught any Indians on the warpath or, 
incidentally, had heard of anything 
wrong on the high seas. 

It did not take much urging to get 
him to tell about an adventure earlier 
in the day. “You see,” he said, “I had 
a warrant this morning for the arrest 
of a counterfeiter up near the San Fer- 
nando Valley. 1 heard he was a dan- 
gerous man, so I took two men with 
me to help catch him, We went up to 
San Fernando and from ‘there went ten 
or fifteen miles into a lonely canyon in 
the mountains. We found a cave where 
the man was supposed to be, and I left 
the other two men outside and wentin 
alone. There were lizards, centipedes, 
horned toads and what looked like one 
or two Gila monsters. It was creepy 
business, but, after following a long 
distance into the cave 1 got the man— 
I also captured a wagonload or so of 
moulds and things which will be 
brought to tewn.’ 

Somebody in the office gave the wink 
and it was seen it was only one of 
Oaks’s stories. He had merely served 
the warrant on the man in the City 
Jail. But somehow the condition of the 
City Jail did seem to afford some sort 
of foundation for the yarn,

Campos in 
Splendid Style, 


Insurgents Risk Annihilation in 
Order to Attack the 
_ Capital. 


The Affair at Ajuica Little More 
Than One of Outpostse—The 
Spanish Commanders are 
Radly Ratticd. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

HAVANA, Dec. 24.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated. Press, Copyright, 
1895.) Shortly after noon today the 
startling news was received from Ma- 
tanzas that Gen. Maximo Gomez, at the 
head of the insurgent army, said to 
number about 12,000 men of all arms, 
fairly well supplied with artillery, had 
by a feint turned the flank of Capt.- 
Gen. Martinez de Campos, in command 
of the Spanish forces at Colon, at- 
tempting to stop the advance of the 
army upon Havana, and were well to 
the westward of Colon and threatening 
Matanzas to the southward and pre- 
paring to strike directly at Havana. 
The receipt of this startling news has 
caused the greatest excitement here, 
both in official and unofficial circles. 

As previously detailed in these dis- 
patches, the insurgents, a little over 
two weeks ago, entered the province 
of Santa Clara from the province of 
Puerto Principe at Igura, and, after 
defeating Col. Segura and a Spanish 
column, they made a most wonderful 
advance through the province, passing 
through the flower of the Spanish 
army assembled there and said to 
number about 5000 men. After some 
sharp skirmishes, in which the Span- 
iards were worsted, Gen. Campos, who 
has made his headquarters at Santa 
Clara, transferred them to Cienfuegos 
with the announced intention of per- 
sonally commanding the troops -which 
were to check the insurgents’ ad- 
vances. But, in spite of repeated re- 
Pulses, the insurgents pressed. onward, 
San Juan de las Teras, Ranchuelo and 
Other towns, pushed on for the fron- 
tier of Matanzas. ; 

At one time it was reported that they 
intended to attack Santa Clara, but 
their tactics seemed to be to pass all 
the big towns and press on for Havana. 
It was only a few days ago that the 
announcement was made that the in- 
surgents were at Las Lajas and march- 
ing onward to Havana. Then came the 
news that the insurgents had entered 
the province of Matanzas at Falma 
Sala. Before this, however, Gen. Cam- 
pos had changed his headquarters to 
Colon, and he commenced hurriedly 
concentrating his forces there, intend- 
ing to compel Gen. Gomez to fight a 
pitched battle before passing that place. 
A day or so ago the insurgents caused 
a scurry in Colon. Firing was heard 
at Ajuica, about fifteen miles from the 
place, and reinforcements were sent to 
the front, but this turned out to be lit- 
tle more than an outpost affair and 
while the Spanish troops made for this 
port, the main body of the army passed 
south of Colon near the line of railroad 
and headed for the frontier province 
of Havana, turning the flank cf the 
captain-general, who, with ih: bulk 
of the Spanish forces in the island of 
Cuba, fs now well tothe rear of the in- 
surgents’ column. , 

The latter, moving more rapidly than 
the Spanish troops, who are utterly un- 
used to traveling in this thickly-wooded 
country, without regular roads and 
with heavy grasses and low bushwood 
to interfere with every movement, are 
not likely to be able to catch up with 
the quickly-moving Cubans, ‘3oniez, 
by a beautifully-executed counter- 
march, has turned the flank of the 
famed Spanish commander, and today, 
with his army, made his appearance 
close to the town of Jovollano, well to 
the rear of Colon and commanding the 
railroads to Cardenas, Matanzas and 
Havana. 

The movement of the insurgents was 
an example of splendid seneralship, 
accomplished under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, and in the face of over- 
whelming numbers of Spanish troops, 
commanded by the best officers of 
Spain. The insurgents burged the rail- 
road station of Quintina, east of Joval- 
lano, and destroyed the railroads be- 
hind them to prevent the advance of tue 
Spaniards upon their rear. The last 
news received was that they had passed 
Matenzas, and were pushing for the 
railroad which connects Matanzas with 
Havana. 

It seems that there is nothing likely 
to prevent them from besieging Ha- 
vana within the next few days, for the 
Spanish commanders appear to have 
entirely lost their heads and unless 
Cam has accomplished a miracle of 
daring strategy in allowing Gomez and 
his friends to silp by, in order that the 
Spanish troops may be hurried after 
them, end by a sortie from Havana, 
catch them betewen two fires, the in- 


surgents are masters of the situation. 
The odds against the Spaniards being 

able to press on after the triumphant 

insurgents army are very heavy. Not 


only have the insurgents destroyed the 
railroads behind them, thus burning 
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thanks for the same. 


She gets a Republican in hers, and the nation joins with her in giving 


their ships as it were, but they have in 
many other ways done everything pos- 
sible to impede the progress of the 
Spanish army, and the arrival of Gomez 
before Havana will be shortly an- 
nounced. As it is, the insurgent cav- 
alry has been sighted within about 
fifty miles of Havana, to the westward 
of Matanzas, and had apparently 
taken pössesston of the railroad lines 
joining that seaport to this cfty. 

Railroad and mail communication be- 
tween Jovallanos, Colom and Matanzas 
is interrupted, and it is believed to be 
only a question of a few hours when 
the telegraphic communication with 
Matanzas and the west will be cut. 
Gen. Campos has ordered the Spanish 
commanders mearest to the insurgents, 
Gen. Valdez and Gen. Navarro, to do 
everything possible to attack the in- 
surgents under any and all circum- 
stances, but it is not thought likely 
that these generals will be able to do 
what the captain-gemeral has been un- 
able to do. 

A later dispatch says that Capt.-Gen. 
Campos has managed to get out of 
Colon and that he has placed himself 
at the head of the Spanish forces at 
Limonar, twenty miles <ast of Matan- 
zas, where he expects to be able to 
strike at the insurgents. Thousands of 
people from all parts of the country 
around Matanzas are flocking in terror 
into that city, according to the official 
dispatches. But other reports say that 
they are in the main offering to join 
the insurgents, who are being plenti- 
fully supplied with provisions by the 
inhabitants of all the towns along the 
route they follow. The little town © of 
Jacan, Santo Domingo, where à de- 
tachment of seventy-four soldiers un- 
der a captain and two Lieutenants of 
the Spanish army were attacked and 
for the most part cut to pieces by the 
insurgents, is almost deserted. 


DISMAY AT THE CAPITAL. 

HAVANA, Dec. 24.—(By South Amer- 
ican Cable.) Christmas eve is ushered 
in with something like dismay in this 
city, and there is apprehension hourly 
gaining ground that Havana will be 
besieged by armed forces before Christ- 
mas day is over. The advance of the 
insurgents seemed at latest advices to 
be uninterrupted, thus contradicting a 
report sent out during the afternoon 
that they had been turned back in a 
pitched battle by Campos himself and 
were striving to make their way back 
into Santa Clara province. 

This rumor stated in great detail that 
Gen. Campos in person at the head of 
the Spanish forces had succeeded in 
coming face to face with Gomez and 
his forces at the plantation of Cotizo, 
which was in flames. This plantation 
is situated twelve miles from Cardenas, 
and twenty-one miles from Matanzas. 
The insurgents, it is said, were hemmed 
in and compelled to fight. Desperate 
engagements were reported, the com- 
batants being surrounded by thé flames 
of the burning plantation. The insur- 
gents, it was said, were dispersed, leav- 
ing 700 dead and wounded on the field. 

The troops’ loss was, it was reported, 
comparatively insignificant, being o 
fourteen, and Gen. Valdez and Gen. 
Luque had already started to Sabanilla 
del Incomodadum, supported by several 
other columns in pursuit of the flying 
insurgents, who were supposed to be 
making their way back to Santa Clara 
province at their best speed. This re- 
port had the effect of generally restor- 
ing confidence here, and it was gener- 
ally believed for a time, as it indicated 
that Gomez had given up his campaign 
for lack of support in Matanzas. 

The details of this engagement had 
hardly become disseminated throughout 
the city, however, before there came 
a further report that the insurgents 
were marching toward Guanabana and 
that Capt.-Gen. Campos had hastened 
to that point to oppose the advance, 
thus once more moving his headquar- 
ters westward and nearer Havana, as 
he has had to do so often within the 
last few days. Guanabana is only about 
five miles out of Matanzas and ten or 


fifteen miles west of Coliseo plantation, 


‘where Gen. Campos was said to hava 


won his important victory over Gomez 
in person. 

It became evident that the reports of 
Gen. Campos’s successful stand and 
rout of the insurgents was either un- 
founded or that the force he had met 
with was merely a wing of the ‘in- 
surgent army, sent to make a diversion 
while the main columns pushed on to 
the westward. 

All is confusion here and the author- 
ities are apparently all at sea as to 
what will be the next step of the in- 
surgents, whether Matanzas will be be- 
sleged or whether the advance on that 
point is merely a feint to hold the 
Spanish forces there, while the insur- 
gents make a way once more in the 
west of Havana, which is less than 
fifty miles from Matanzas. The near 
approach of the insurgents to Matan- 
zas has, in fact, had the effect of con- 
centrating all the available Spanish 
forces at that town. 

NEW YORK CUBANS SKEPTICAL. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—Members of 
the Cuban revolutionary party residing 
in this city express a doubt concerning 
the authenticity of the reports from 
Cuba to the effect that the insurgents 
are rapidly advancing upon Havana. 

Emilio A. Gramente, principally iden- 
tified with the local Cuban societies, 
said tonight that he had received no of- 
ficial confirmation of the press dis- 
patches received from Cuba. He did not 
believe there was any possibility of 
any attempt on the part of the insurg- 
ents to capture Havana at the present 
time. The policy of the Cuban gen- 
erals was to fight in the open fields, 
not daring to be surrounded by the 


Spanish troops in the vicinity of a large 


city like Havana, where at least 30,000 
citizens would be impressed into the 
Spanish army by the authorities in case 
of the near approach of the insurgents. 

RIDICULE AT THE LEGATION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The officials 
of the Spanish legation appear not to 
be disturbed at the news coming from 
Havana. They ridicule the idea of the 
insurgents taking possession of a city 
like Hawana with its population of 300,- 
000 people. Minister De Lome has re- 
ceived several dispatches from Havana 
showing in part the condition of affairs. 

A dispatch from Gen. Arderius, who 
is second in command, reports that at 
1 o'clock today he had just had a con- 
ference with Gen. Campos, then at 
Limonar. Gen. Campos intended to 
Start for Guanabana, where he expected 
to pass the night. The latter is a reg- 
ular point of railroad communication, 
and is to the west of Limonar. Yester- 
day, the Minister is advised, Campos 
met the band of Maximo Gomez, the 
engagement taking place on a planta- 
tion where:the fires had been started by 
the insurgents. The Spanish kes was 
twelve wounded. The insurgents fell 
back and divided into groups. Gens. 
Valdez and Luque are in the vanguard 
of the enemy in full communication 
commander-in-chief. 

spatch received by the Minist 
today reported that the bande of Ma. 
ceo and Gomez are avoiding fighting 
and burning the canefields. All the on- 
gagements, the dispatch says, had been 
satisfactory to the government. The 
rebels, the government asserts, have 
not taken any towns. They are roam- 
ing in the province of Matanzas, try- 
ing to destroy property and prevent the 
grinding of sugar.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The afternoon newspapers today 
continue their comments upon the 
Venezuelan questicn, and the hope is 
expressed that the Christmas holidays 
will continue to bring about a calmer 
mood on both sides of the Atlantic. The 
possibility of a war between Great 
Britain and the United States is re 
garded as past, and the affair is mow 
viewed chiefly from the standpoint of 
American domestic politics and the 
bearing upon the finanical situation.

American. The St. James Gazette asks 
what would happen to the American 
politician just now who would say in 
the event of war Ireland would ht 
for England. 
AUSTRIAN RIDICULE. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Vienna says: 

“The conviction is gaining ground 
here that President Cleveland has éom- 
mitted a huge blunder. The comments 
of the press are becoming more severe, 
especially after the ‘Krachs’ on the 
Vienna Bourse, which resulted directly 
from the President's message. Not a 
single journal in Austria takes the side 
of Mr. Cleveland. When one considers 
the sympathy formerly felt in Europe 
with the United States it is considered 
that a grave error has been commitetd 
at Washington. I fear it will be a long 
time before the moral effect it has pro- 
ducéd will disappear.” 

Such is the opinion of a well-known 
Austrian diplomat interviewed on the 
subject. It is said that this opinion is 
shared by Counts Kalnoky and Golus- 
howsky, whose sympathy with England 
are well known. The comic papers too 
do not spare President Cleveland and 
ure full of jokes and cuts, in which the 
message is held up to ridicule.

The works at Newport 
News have better machinery than any 
other in the United States, but they 
have not the advantage of a large city 
like Philadelphia, from which to ob- 
tain the necessary help quickly.” 

A LONG- TERM CINCH. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—W. L. Brown ef 
the Chicago Shipbuilding Company de- 
clared today that in case of war with 
England the United States could build 
thirty fully-equipped warships for lake 
service inside of ten months. In an 
emergency armored vessels of simple 
construction could be put together in 
thirty days. 

“On the other hand.“ he added, “Can- 
ada could do practically nothing in the 
way of armored vessels and would be 
obliged to get along with make-shifts. 
As the first move of the United States 
wou be to destroy the Welland Canal. 
the situation on the Great Lakes would 
resolve itself into this: What nation has 
the best shipbuilding on the chain of 
lakes? 

“The shipyards on the United States 
side could take care of the work faster 
than the material could be furnished,” 
continued Brown. “All the armor for 
these vessels has to come from one 
place, Pittsburgh. There are only two 
firms there which make it, the Carne- 
gie Steel Compeny and the Cambria 
Iron Company. So the United States 
controls the supply of material.” 

TO STRENGTHEN FORTRESS MON- 
RO. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—It is now 
learned that the main purpose of Gen. 
Miles’s visit to the cities on the South 
Atlantic Coast was to ascertain by per- 
sonal inspection the actual condition 
of the coast defenses in that section and 
to call the attention of the Southern 
people to the exposed position they 
would occupy in the event of hostilities. 

He was particularly impressed with 
the antiquated condition of the de- 
fenses at Fortress Monroe, which are 
relied upon not only to guard the na- 
tlorral cepital and Baltimore, Norfolk 
and Richmond from attack by water, 
but even more to form an impregna- 
ble base of naval operations and a safe 
refuge for our warships in the event 
they are forced to retire before an over- 
whelming hostile naval force. Although 
the War Department has very little 
money available, it probably will take 
immediate steps to improve the defenses 
there, relying upon sufficient appropria- 
tions from the present Congress to re- 
store the works to the standing they 
had et the breaking out of the civil 
war, namely, one of the strongest sys- 
tems of fense in the world. 

WARSHIPS ON THE LAKES. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—A special to 
a local paper from Toronto, Ont., says 
that commercial interests were dis- 
turbed today over a telegram from Ot- 
tawa that the government is negoilat- 
ing with owners of lake steamers which 
can be converted into cruisers to place 
their vessels at the disposal of the au- 
thorities in the event of war.

Grangers and other prom- 
ment rallway stocks showed appreeia- 
ticns of about a point. 

The trend of prices continued upward 
till 10:30 o'clock. The advance posted 
quotations for sterling exchange to 
4.89 and $4.91 by leading drawers, cou- 
pled with sales to take profits, caused 
a decrease in Chicago Gas of 1% per 
dent., Lake Shore and Leather pre- 
ferred, 1; Sugar, %; Tobacco, Manhattan 
and Burlington, & per cent. The pres- 
sure to sell soon abated. The market 
at 11 o'clock was quiet, but ruling close 
to top prices. 

Speculation continued strong after 11 
o'clock and a buoyant tone was im- 
parted to the market by the appear- 
ance of heavy buyers. Sugar on large 
transactions rose 25% per cent. to 99. All 
offerings of Grangers and international 
stocks were readily absorbed at ad- 
vancing figures. Foreign buying was 
in good volume. Commission houses 
report buying orders were numerous. 
The advances on last night's closing 
prices ranged up to 3% per cent., the 
latter in Consolidated Gas. 

The bulls continued in control of the 
speculative situation at 1 o'clock, and 
further material gains were made in 
prominent stocks. The operations were 
very heavy. 

e purchasing movement of the hour 
was of large proportions, and substan- 
tial advances in prices occurred.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The Senate 
made a Christmas present to the South, 
as Mr. Hill of New York aptly char- 
acterized the bill repealing the pro- 
scriptive disabilities, passed at the close 
of the war, against the service of ex- 
Confederates in the United States army 
and navy. The passage of such a re- 
peal, without a dissenting vote, in a 
Senate having more Republican plural- 
ity and with Northern Senators taking 
the initiative, lent a gracefulness and 
significance to the action in marked 
contrast with former controversies in 
Congress. 

The Southern Senators, with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Daniel of Virginia, took 
no part in urging the repeal, and sev- 
eral of them, including Senators Wall- 
hall and Cockrell, who served in the 
Confederate ranks, voted for a post- 
ponement by reference to a committee. 
But with such champions on the Re- 
publican side of the chamber as Messfs. 
Chandler, Hawley and Platt. and on 
the Democratic side as Senator Hill and 
Senator Voorhees, the repeal was read- 
ily accomplished. In the two hours 
given to speeches on the measure, there 
was the fullest expression of a desire 
to bury war animosities. 

The Senate did little beyond debat- 
ing and passing this bill. Senator Allen 
offered a resolution which was referred, 
urging a Latin-American union in 
which all the republics of the Western 
Hemisphtre would make common cause 

t European encroachments. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION. 

(ECULAR ASSOCIATED PERRY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—SENATE.— 
In the Senate today Rev. Mr. Milburn, 
the blind chaplain, in an eloquent 
prayer on the Christmas season made 
passing allusions to current public 
events by 'nvoking peace and good-will 
among the nations of the earth. On 
motion of Senator Allison, the Senate 
agreed that when adjournment be taken 
it be until Friday. 

Presenting a bill authorizing the Sec- 
retary of War to give Springfield rifies 
to the State military organizations in 
exchange for old guns, Senator Hawley 
of Connecticut sald: “In order that this 
shall not be construed so as to add to 
the war scare, I will say that it is 
merely a question of business. Many 
guns in use by the State troops are of 
an antequated pattern. By the adoption 
of the Krag-Jorgenson gun, which I 
think was a mistake, the War Depart- 
ment has on hand a large supply of 
good Springfield rifies, and the national 
guards should have them in exchange 
for worthless arms.“ 

Senator Squire spoke against the in- 
justice of employing foreign engineers 
on American ships receiving subsidies 
from the United States government, 
and offered a bil to overcome the prac- 
tice. The project of a pan-American 
political union embracing the North, 
South and Central American republics 
was presented by Senator Allen of Ne- 
braska in the following resolution: 

“Whereas, recent events have shown 
that European nations are making ag- 
gressive attempts to obtain a greater 
foothold on the American continent, 
and whereas, such attempt shows the 
necessity of a closer union of the Amer- 
ican republics. 

Resolved, that it is the sense of the 
Senate that the United States et Amer- 
ica should, as speedily as possible, in- 
vite all American republics to enter into 
closer union, to be known as the Pan- 
American union, for the purpose of pro- 
moting the general industrial and com- 
mercial welfare of the members thereof 
and secure said republics from Euro- 
pean or other foreign encroachments.” 

The resolution closed with the sug- 
gestion for a common unity of value 
between the republic of America. It 
was referred to the Committee on For- 
eign Relations. 

Senator Hill of New York again 
sought to secure the passage of a bill 
repealing the old proscriptive laws 
against the enlistment of ex-Confeder- 
ates in the United States army and 


navy. 

“It would be a most fitting and gen- 
erous Christmas present to the men of 
the South,“ said Senator Hill. 

Senator Sherman suggested that there 
should be committee consideration. “I 
will vote for the bill,” said Senator 
Sherman, the time is past for such 
discrimination.” 

Senator Sherman also added that he 
thought the usual course of committee 
action should be taken. 

Senator Chandler urged immediate 
action. “The other day,” he said, “we 
came to the support of a Democratic 
President on the question of naticnal 
affairs, and I sincerely hope the Sen- 
ate will today, without criticism and 
without the voice of opposition, unan!- 
mously approve the repeat.” 

Senator Gray of Delaware was in 
favor of the legislation, but believed 
committee action would secure the 
most satisfactory action. 

Senator Hawley of C ecticut, re- 
sponding to some crititisms by Mr. 
Gray as to the course of former legis- 
lation in this line, said it was not to 
be wondered at that there was some 
feeling at Appomattox and Gettysburg. 
This law formed the close of the 
war. It was regarded at that time as 
perfectly just. The Senator said he 
had the greatest respect personally for 
some of these Confederate soldiers. 
But a country that had any respect for 
itself was compelled, at the close of a 
great war, to protect itself against the 
abuses of the day when ex-Confeder- 
ates freely enlisted in the armies im- 
mediately after leaving the Southern 
lines. The Senator, without, opposing 
the measure, felt that committee action 
would give the measure strong force 
if it were to be taken. 

Senator Daniel of Virginia spoke of 
the wish of the South to have one 
country and one people. When the 
war closed the South laid down its 
arms. It is anxious now to obliterate 
the flerce memories of war. Mr. Dan- 
iel presented the memorial of the Vir- 
ginia Legislature upon this repeal and 
also commending the President’s mes- 
sage on Venezuela. 

Senator Voorhees of Indiana ex- 
pressed the hope that this “last pro- 
cess of, healing should be put into et- 
fect. Already the Senate had eon 
firmed the civil appointments of Gen. 
Longstreet and that other great South- 
ern soldier, only second to Lee, Joe 
Johnston.

WAYS AND MEANS.. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Much pres- 
sure was brought upon Chairman Ding- 
ley and the members of the Ways and 
Means Committee today by members of 
the House and business men to per- 
suade them to broaden the scope of 
the tariff advances in the proposed 
revenue bill and include other articles 
not before considered. They are in- 
variably told that the bill is not in- 
tended as a measure of tariff revision, 
that it is an emergency bill to secure 
needed revenue, and there is neither 
time nor inclination to go deeply into 
the tariff question. There is a strong 
movement, however, that may possibly 
prove successful, to have the schedule 
of agricultural products raised from 
the contemplated rate of 25 per cent. 
more than the Wilson-bill rates to 60 
per cent. of the McKinley rates, plac- 
ing the schedule on the same basis 
with wool and lumber. 

The announcement of the committee's 
plan by the Associated Press 
caused a movement for a Republican 
caucus on the bill which was supposed 
by the Western members to be nearly 
abandoned. The separation of the tar- 
iff and bond features of the plan will 
give silver Republicans an opportunity 
to place themselves on record by vot- 
ing against the bond bill and this, to- 
gether with the proposed advance in 
tariff rates on lumber, agricultural 
products and livestock, practically sat- 
isfies their desires. 0 

The full Ways and Means Commit- 
tee held a formal meeting today and 
adopted resolutions to have the Presi- 
dent’s annual message printed. This 
afternoon the Republican members held 
another conference on the tariff bill. 

LATER—The Republican members of 
the Ways and Means Committee held 
another conference this afternoon and 
decided upon several changes in the 
two revenue bills which will be intro- 
duced in the House on Thursday. The 
most important change in the tariff 
bill was to drop the clause putting in 
cereal breadstuffts, livestock and dairy 
products at an advance of 25 per cent. 
over the n-Gorman rates, £0 
these fe will simply have the 15 
per cent. advance under the hori- 
zontal clause. It was also decided to 
advance carpet wool to the McKinley 
bill rates, but other wools or manu- 
factured products of wool will remain 
at 60 per cent. of the McKinley tariff, 
according to the agreement of yester- 
day. The other change was to exempt 
sugar from the provisions of the clause 
for the horizontaladvance of 15 per cent. 
Lumber will remain, as was decided 
yesterday, at 60 per cent. of the Me- 
Kinley duty. 

In the bond bill the principal issue 
authorized will be a change of the rate 
of interest authorized by the account 
of 1875 from 4 to 8 per cent. and these 
bonds will be payable at the option of 
the government after three years. 
The rate of interest for the one-year 
Treasury certificates of indebtedness 
was raised from 2 or 3 per cent. This 
bill will also provide for temporary iso- 
lation of the greenbacks, so they will 
be held separate in the treasury and 
not included within the general assets 
of the government. 

Several important considerations 
operated to bring about the changes in 
the tariff bill. There has been little 

foubt from the beginning that sugar 
would be exempted from w ever 
tariff changes were made, because any 
attempts to alter the schedule would

The litigation before the Court of 
Claims, the Secretary continues, cer- 
tainly involves the title of the lands to 
be allotted, as well as the lands to be 
opened. 

The resolution also inquires whether 
any of the Secretary’s connections, or 
relations by blood or marriage, are 
acting as attorneys for the Indians or 
any party or parties interested in de- 
laying the opening of the same to set- 
tlement. In reply to this part of the 
inquiry the Secretary says: 

“Andrew A. Lipscomb of Washing- 
ton is the husband of the second 
cousin of my wife. He is one of the 
counsel for the Wichitas in the litiga- 
tion growing out of the claim by the 
Choctaws and Chickasaws for the re- 
versionary interests in the land occu- 
pied by the Wichitas. I attach a copy 
of the contract made by the Wichitas 
with their attorneys. It will be seen 
that the compensation for counsel for 
the Wichitas is to be a percentage of 
the money derived from the sale of 
the surplus land in case it is decided 
that the Choctaws and Chickasaws 
have no reversionary interest in these 
lands. I am not aware of any interest 
which the counsel for the Wichitas 
can have in delaying the allotment and 
the sale of surplus lands. No one has 
ever suggested an interest or a desire

No connection or relation by blood 
or marriage of mine is acting as attor- 
torney for any party or par- 
ties interested in delaying the open- 
ing of the lands to settlement.

POPULISTS WILL AMEND. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The Popu- 
list Senators conferred today and de- 
cided to offer a free-silver coinage bill 
as an amendment to the tariff or bond 
bill, or both, when they come over 
from the House. The Populists are 
favorable to a duty on wool, but 
against a raise in duties on woolen 
goods. 

A DEMOCRATIC SUBSTITUTE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—A plan has 
been drafted by ex-Speaker Crisp and 
Mr. Bailey of Texas, which will be 
offered as a substitute for the Repub- 
lican measure to be presented on Thurs- 
day. It is based on the old bill for the 
coinage of the silver seigniorage which 
was passed by the last Congress and 
vetoed by the President, but to this bill 
modified will be added a feature for 
the redemption of the greenbacks. The 
principal change im the seigniorage bill 
will be the omission of that part which 
rendered available the seigniorage be- 
fore it had been coined by the use of 
silver certificates based upon it. The 
framers of the bill hold that this fea- 
ture is not necessary because there ts 
no immediate deficiency in the treas- 


caller of 


ury. 

The other feature of the plan will 
provide for the redemption of 5 
backs in silver whenever the amount 
of gold in the treasury falls below 
$100,000,000. This may be offered asan 
amendment to the seigniorage bill, as 
more votes can be mustered for the for- 
mer than the latter proposition. The 
Democrats will favor the plan in the 
end, of course, merely to place them- 
selves on record as consistent in their 
financial policy. 


CHICAGO AND THE TARIFF. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—The Times-Her- 
ald this morning says: 

“Chicago men are almost unanimous 
that the only way to pay the debts of 
the nation is to Increase the duties on 
Imports. They were pleased at the 
prompt action of Congress im respond- 
ing to the appeal of the President to re- 
lieve the treasury by another issue of 
gold bonds, because they felt the issue 
was necessary to meet present »exigen- 
cies. But it was considered that this 
ought to be the final issue of bonds as 
higher import duties would provide the

main intact. Some of the business men 
of this city think the tariff cannot be 
made too high in order to yield a hand- 
some revenue to the government. 

“Secretary Carlisle's statement that 
the present tariff is sufficient to sup- 
port the government ‘s disputed by one 
on the ground that the administration 
is compelled to keep the gold reserve 
intact by issue after issue of bonds. 
Everywhere it is recognized that more

revenue ts needed to carry on the busi- 
ness of the nation without appealing to 
foreigners to buy government bonds. 
Increase of internal Imports is not fa- 
vored, though some would like to ses a 
stamp tax and a tax on beer. The 
needed revenue should come from im- 

rts, particularly luxuries, so that the 

urden would be equally distributed. 
The United States exports food prod- 
ucts, While most of the imports might 
be classed as luxuries. 

“In the interviews obtained by the 
Times-Herald yesterday several mer- 
chants declared that they would not 
favor a general advance in taxes on im- 
ports, but would rather the duties were 
limited to tea, coffee and sugar, im- 
ported cigars and other luxuries. Only 
a few Democrats hold that free trade is 
best for the coutnry. . F. McConnell, 
president of the Iroquois Club, though 
he considers a high tariff to be vicious, 
holds that Mr. Cleveland’s policy of 
gold monometallism will compel the 
government to increase the duties on 
imports in order to pay the debts of the 
nation. While another issue of gold 
bonds is advocated by Chicago men, 
the bankers generally believe the pres- 
ent embarrassment only temporary.“ 
BANKER MORGAN GOES TO WASH- 

INGTON. 

NEW YORK, Deo. 24.—A local paper 
says that J. P. Morgan, who, with Au- 
gust Belmont, organized the govern- 
ment bond syndicate last February, 
went to Washington last night. Bank- 
ers who know of his departure and are 
also aware of the informal communica- 
tions that have been had during the 
last few days between President Cleve- 
land and prominent bankers in this city 
are of the opinion that Morgan went 
over to Washington because he was in- 
vited to do so by the President. 

If this is so, it would seem to indi- 
cate that the President is not entirely 
hopeful of immediate action by Con- 
gress, authorizing an issue of bonds 
and that he has determined, as he did 
last winter, to furnish the treasury on 
the basis of existing legislation.

COMES HOME TO REST. 


REV. JOSEPH COOK ALMOST A 
PHYSICAL WRECK. 


He Breaks Down in Australia and 
is Obliged to Abandon His Lec- 
ture Tour—Said to Be Losing His 
Mental Strength. 


@Y TELEGHKAPU TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 24.— Special 
Dispatch.) Rev. Joseph Cook, the noted 
American divine, lecturer and littera- 
teur, arrived here tonight from the 
Orient on the steamship China, broken 
in health and almost aninvalid. Those 
who saw the man here in June of this 
year, when he passed through on his 
way to Hawaii and Australia, would 
scarcely recognize him now. Overwork, 
which produced nervous prostrcation, 
is at the bottom of the troudle, ans 
absolute rest, his physicians -ieclare, 
will alone restore his strength. lie is 
home for that, and during the next six 
months his wife and physicians will 
see that he rests. 

Joseph Cook has been a constant 
worker in the fleid in which he loads, 
and his work has been a tax, both men- 
tally and physically. He was always 
upon the lecture platform, and the pen- 
alty was a break-down. It came in 
Australia while on his lecture 
tour there, and for weeks his 
condition was alarming. He had ar- 
ranged to meet Mrs. Cook in Japan 
and the two were to journey around 
the world, That was why, when he was 
about to move, that he went to Japan 
instead of coming here. He was ill 
after his arrival there, and suffered fur- 
ther from the waning power of his 
eyes. He stood the journey across the 
Pacific well, but kept to his stateroom 
most of the time during the trip. He 
took some exercise on deck on fair days, 
but his strength was not great. 

It was stated on board this evcning, 
by some of those who made the voyage, 
that it was evident that the doctor was 
losing his mental strength, but this 
was strongly denied by his friends. No 
one was allowed to interview the fa- 
mous preacher tonight.

Not Ready for the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission’s Criticism.

Senator Peffer, a report on the joint 
traffic agreement recently entered into 
by the principal railroads operating 
between the Atlantic seaboard and the 
Western States. Morrison says that 
inasmuch as the agreement is not yet 
complete, the commission cannot de- 
termine whether the contract which 
may be finally perfected will be in con- 
flict with the provisions of the inter- 
state commerce law. — 
In respect to the power of the com- 
mission to investigate on its own mo- 
tion, Chairman Morrison says it is com- 
petent under the recent decisions of 
the courts to proceed by injunction in 
the case of any obstruction to inter- 
state commerce caused by such a com- 
bination as is contemplated in this 
case. As to the feasibility of inforc- 
ing the penal provisions of the inter- 
state commerce law, C rman Morri- 
son called attention to the fact that it 
is necessary to proceed through the 
courts to do this, and he adds that it 
has so far in such cases been found 
exceedingly difficult to secure the neces- 
sary téstimony. Under the present 
ruling of the court any inquiry may be 
answered by the refusal of witnesses 
to testify on the plea of self-incrimina- 
tion. He refers to the case of T. F. 
Brown of Pittsburgh, now pending in 
the United States Supreme Court, in 
which the question involved is that of 
power of courts to compel railroad of- 
ficials to answer questions concerning 
rates and rebates of their road, when 
they make this plea, and says such de- 
cision of this will determine whether 
it is practicable to secure conviction 
under a prosecution for unlawful con- 
tracts and combinations. He says that 
the commission has satisfied itself by 
careful investigation that no increase 
of charges or lessening of facilities 
has ocurred as the result of the joint 
traffic contract and adds: 
In view of the fact that any action, 
by injunction or otherwise, which might 
‘used to prevent the completion of a 
contract or combination made, can be 
had to prevent its being carried into 
effect in the event of its being entered 
into and in addition thereto, the per- 
sons representing the corporations be- 
coming liable for a misdemeanor, the 
commission has believed and still be- 
lieves that it must perform its duty by 
postponing any request to the United 
States District Attorney to institute 
and prosecute proceedings in court as 
contemplated until said railroad com- 
panies should actually form à joint 
traffic association, and enter into an 
agreement which shall be unlawful,”

(BY TELEGKAPH TO THE TIMBS.) 

HONOLULU, Dec. 18.—(Special Dis- 
patch, wired from San Francisco, Dec. 
24.) The trial of conspiracy of Dr. 
Frank Underwood, alias Morrow, and 
W. T. Sheridan has been postponed 
again, this time to December 23. The 
defendants were ready for trial, but 
the prosecution asked for another con- 
tinuance on account of the absence of 
an important witness. 

In an affidavit filed by the govern- 


| ment it is stated that F. H. Hayselden 


is a resident of Lanai, and while on 
that island he was approached by the 
defendants, Sheridan and Morrow. The.r 
opening proposition was ostensibly for 
procuring the Island of Lanai for col- 
onization purposes. Their motive, how- 
ever, Was soon apparent by the further 
talk of the men. It was to secure Lanai 
for establishing a neucleus on that island 
for the overthrow of the republic of 
Hawaii Sheridan stated to Hayselden 
that he was able to procure a large 
body of men and all the necessary arms 
and ammunition to do the work. The 
men also informed H'ayselden that they 
were deputed to secure these islands for 
establishing a lottery for a syndicate in 
San Francisco. For their assistance in 
overthrowing the present government 
they were to secure from the Queen, 
upon her reinstatement, the necessary 
franchise for conducting a lottery 
scheme. 

Sheridan and Morrow claimed that 
they had already signed agreements 
with responsible parties to the effect 
that this franchise was to be their re- 
ward for the assistance of themselves 
and associates in San Francisco in 
overthrowing the present government 
and restoring the monarchy. For this 
assistance Hayselden was to be given 
a government position, besides a money 
consideration. He gave the men no en- 
couragement and refused to give a final 
answer unless he had further time to 
consider the matter. Meanwhile he com- 
municated with the authorities. 

Paul Neumann, who was Liliuoka- 
lani’s attorney before the military com- 
mission, will be a witness against the 
plotters. They approached him with 
a view to making an alliance with the 
ex-queen, She was to sound the trum- 
pet to the natives and was to be placed 
upon the throne again. 

The government tug which has been 
in service some weeks as a revenue 
cutter, or oplum-chaser, towed a prize 
into port last night. The captured 
schooner was supposed to be the Hen- 
rietta, with 20,000 half-pound tins of 
contraband drug. Instead it was the 
Bible-smack, or missionary craft, Rob- 
ert W. Logan, twenty-nine days from 
San Francisco. The customs people 
were confident they had at last caught 
up with a big smuggling ring, and in 
consequence are greatly chagrined. It 
seems certain now that a heavy cargo 
of opium has been safely landed, and 
will soon be upon the market. Indeed, 
the effect of its presence has been felt 
already, small lots of dope“ in Hono- 
ulu being quoted lower. Public senti- 
ment is in favor of an opium license, 
and the duty is growing, and an act to 
that end will be presented to the Legis- 
lature in February. 

There arrived by the China today 900 
more Japanese laborers. There is also 
added to the Japanese legation a vice- 
consul. That greater privileges will soon 
be demanded for the Japanese seems 
likely. 

A KOREAN SENSATION. 


Americans Accused of Violence—The 
Tai Won Kun Removed. 
MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS #EPORT) 

YOKOHAMA, Dec.>6.—(Wired from 
San Francisco, Dec. 24.) The Seoul cor- 
respondent of the Chuo Shimbun de- 
scribes the disturbance of November 
28, when an attempt was made to re- 
move the King of Korea and the Crown 
Prince from the palace. According to 
the correspondent there was a conspir- 
acy among the Russian party, the 
American missionaries and a few Ko- 
reans. 

A Korean spy, who had the confi- 
dence of the conspirators, reports that 
meetings were held at the Russian le- 
gation which were attended by the 
Russian Minister, Dr. H. N. Allen, sec- 

the American legation; Gen. 
W. M. Dye, Gen. Legendre and.a few 
Koreans. The object of the conspira- 
tors was to bring strong diplomatic 
pressure upon the Korean gévernment, 


to remove the Tai Won Kun and sev-| 


eral Ministers of state who had been 
connected with the attack on the Queen 
last October. An attack on the palace 
was arranged for the night of Novem- 
ber 27, a mob of armed roughs engaged 
the at tentton of the police, while a body 
of disbanded guards marched to the 
palace expecting to effect a surprise 
and an easy entrance. 

The garrison, however, had been 
warned and the attacking party itself 
was surprised and dispersed. The ob- 
ject of the American missionaries who 
were implicated, it is said, was per- 
sonal, not political; they wis to 


avenge the death of the Queen, who 
was an ardent Christian. : 
The Japan Mail reprints the above 


story — “all reserve.” The Japanese 
papers charge that the latest outbreak 
in Seoul is directly due to Russian in- 
fluence. The Chuo Simbun says: “The 
Korean government, ytelding to pres- 
sure exercised by the Minister of a cer- 
tain country, have decided to place the 
Tai Won Kun in confinement, to re- 
store the late Queen to her rank, to give 
her a public funeral and to arrest and 
punish certain fugitives in Japan.” The 
telegram adds that there are seven 
Russian men-of-war in Korean waters. 
Other Japanese papers assert that 
three foreigners were actually seen 
leading the mob in the attack on the 
palace and that American citizens and 
the Russian legation were implicated; 
also an American missionary. named 
Underwood. 

News from China states that the 
Mohammedan rebellion seems to have 
been brought under control. Disputes 
between the insurgents and peaceably- 
disposed Moslems have greatly w 


ened the strength of the uprising and 
A large force of Imperial troops is said 
to be exterminating the Mohammedans 
and destroying thelr mosques. There 


The United Stetes gunboat York- 
town left Yokohama for Shanghai on 
December 4 Lt is stated on reliable 
authority that China intends to. recall 
Admiral Lang and give him absolute 
control of her navy. The Japan Ga- 
zette take’ this as evidence that China 
is preparing for another fight with 
Japan..

LOST IN THE STORMS. 


MANY SEAMEN DROWNED OFF THE 
“BRITISH COAST. 


The Moresby is Stranded Near Dun- 
garven and Seventeen of Her 
Crew Perish—Lifeguardsamen Cap- 
siszed—Déstraction by Floods in 
Texas and Missouri. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

DUBLIN, Dec. 24.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) British ship Moresby, Capt. Coom- 
ber, was stranded yesterday off Bala- 
court’s lighthouse, near Dungarven, a 
mile and a half from shore. The crew 
of thirty-sfx men has been lashed to 
the rigging throughout the night. It is 
believed that they will perish, as the 
sea is too heavy for a life-boat to live 
in ft any length of time. 

Later a lffe-boat succeeded in getting 
to Moresby and rescued several of her 
crew. Seventeen others who remained 
lashed to the rigging of the Moresby 
drowned after the life-boat was driven 
away from her and she broke up. 

The second lifeboat which attempted 
to put off to the three-masted vessel, 
flying signals of distress in Kingston 
Bay, finding it impossible to board the 
ship, returned to the shore with the 
greatest difficulty, the bottom of the 
boat being stove in. The crew are seen 
to be still on board the ship, and have 
cut down the masts in order to steady 
her. The name of the vessel is un- 
known, but she is believed to be a for- 
eigner. 

LATER.—It is now known that fif- 
teen of the Moresby's crew perished, 
including the captain, his wife and son, 
and all the officers. The captain, with 
his son strapped to his back, made a 
gallant attempt to swim ashore, while 
the mate swam with the captain’s wife 
strapped to his back. 

A large steamer is ashore tonight in 
Dundalk Bay. A lifeboat has gone to 
her assistance. A schooner has been 
stranded on the rocks. The crew of 
seven were drowned. 

A THREE-MASTER’S FATE. 

DUBLIN; Dee. 24.—A large three- 
masted vessel has been seen flying sig- 
nals of distress in Kingstown Bay. The 
life-boat which went to her assistance 
was capsized and the crew of sixteen 
drowned. The second life-boat which 
started for the rescue was also over- 
turned by the crew managed to cing to 
the boat which was finally righted. The 
fate of the three-master is not known. 

RAILROAD TRAINS LOST. 


DALLAS, (Tex.,) Dec. 24.—The storm 
last night was more severe on the rail- 
roads in Texas, Arkansas and Indian 
Territory than any for years. Trains 
cemtering in Dallas are from six to 
twelve hours behind, and some cannot 
be heard from at all. Washouts and 
wrecks are reported. There is a particu- 
larly bad wreck on the Santa Fe, but 
at what point or how serious, cannot 
be learned here. The wind from 1 to 
6 o’clock this morning was terrific, and 
the rain came in a deluge. 

OSAGE VALLEY DEVASTATED. 

JEFFERSON CITY, (Mo.,) Dec. 24.— 
Heavy rain last night has caused great 
alarm along the Osage and Moreau 
river valleys. A great amount of stock 
has been drowned, and if the rain 
continues twenty-four hours the river 
valleys will be a scene of wild devas- 
tation. Several lives are reported lost 
@long the Osage Valley. The Osage is 
higher than in 1882, when it broke the 
record. The Missouri is not danger- 
ously high, but is rising. 

OTHER WRECKS. 

LONDON, Dec. 24.—Heavy gales pre- 
vail today over the coast of Great Bri- 
tain and several small wrecks are al- 
ready reported. A schooner was seen 
to run ashore in Tyne, near Shieids, 
where she became a wreck. It is be- 
lieved that all of the crew were 
drowned. 

TWO YOUNG HEROES. 

CARTHAGE, (Mo.,). Dec. 24.—The 
Russell brothers, the eldest of whom is 
not yet 15 years old, are heroes in the 
vicinity of Smithfield. During the big 
flood two families who camped on the 
White farm were missing, and were 
supposed to be drowned. These boys 
began to search for them and finally 
found them, thirteen men, women and 
children, on a wagonbex on a haystack 
with a mile of water around them in 
every direction. The unfortunates had 
been there over twenty-four hours in 
the cold and storm, and were nearly 
exhausted. The boys conveyed them, 
one at a time, in safety to land.

The or- 
ganization of the party and the junta 
has met with the approval of the Porto 
Ricans in this city and elsewhere, who 
realize that a decisive blow can be 
struck for liberty now that Spain’s en- 
ergy is devoted to quelling the insurrec- 
tion in Cuba. 

It was positively learned last night 
that Senor Estrada Palma, on behal? 
of the Cuban junta, has entered into 
a compact with Dr. Julian Henna, pres- 
ident of the Porto Rican revolutionary 
party whereby both parties will co-op- 
erate in aiding the causes of Cuba and 
Porto Rico. President Henna acknowl- 
edged that he had been in consulta- 
tion with President Palma and that 
steps will at once be taken to assist the 
people of Porto Rico, who are anxiously 
awaiting the signal to arise. A meet- 
ing of the members of both the Cuban 
and Porto Rican juntas will be held at 
the Cuban headquarters, when a plan 
of campaign favorable to the Porto R- 
cans will be decided upon. The Cuban 
junta realizes that it has secured pow- 
erful allies in the war against Spain. 
With the development of an insurrec- 
tion in Porto Rico the efforts of the 
Spanish to put down the war in Cuba 
will necessarily be weakened and troops 
will be sent from the island of Cuba to 
Porto Rico. 

A few months post the revolutionary 
Porto Ricans in this city have been cor- 
responding with the leading revolution- 
ary spirits in the island and President 
Henna said today that thirty towns 
had been heard from whose inhabitants 
are ready to revolt when the proper 
time comes. He said: 

“We addressed communications also 
to our general delegate, Dr. Ramon 
Betancos, who is also agent for the 
Cubans in Paris, and to other promi- 
nent Cubans and Porto Ricans abroad, 
who are eager to see Porto Rico free. 
From them we could get enoourage- 
ment and proffers of assistance. They 
forwarded me the necessary documents 
of indorsements. I realize that a few 
men have no right to force a revolu- 
tion, even in the cause of liberty, but 
our people are waiting only for leaders 
and revolution is what the people want. 
Our plans are maturing. Cuba's suc- 
rcess means Porto Rico's triumph. We 
will aid Cuba and she will aid us. When 
we are prepared for battle our people 
will rise, armed with guns and ammu-

tries.” ,

GAME OF BRITISH GRAB. 


LONG YRARS OF TRESPASS ON VEN- 
BEZUBLAN TERRITORY. 


Engiand Acquires a Portion of Datch 
Getena, Discovers Geld in the 
Aajacent Territery, and laye 
Claim te It—Schomberg Increases 
the Land Grab. 


(Chicago Tribune) England's re- 
fusal to submit the Venesuelan boun- 
dary dispute to arbitration affords to 
the United States an opportunity for 
making the Monroe doctrine something 
more than a mere sentiment, and, if 
the utterances of ite leading members 
may be taken as an indication, the 
present Congress will act decisively. 

On the northern end of the South 
American continent, facing a little to- 
ward the east and with its shores 
washed by the waters of the Caribbean 
Sea, is the republic of Venezuela. His- 
torlans and geographers are responsi- 
ble for the prevailing opinion that it is 
not much of a country, but despite 


all that time has * 

Monroe doctriné, it was not until lately 
that affairs took such shape as to war- 
rant actual interference by the United 
States. This change is brought about 
by the fact that financial and business 
interests of American citizens are now 
at stake, and a formal appeal has been 
made to President Cleveland for their 
protection. 

SITUATION IN BRIEF. 

The situation in short is this: Under 
concessions from the government of 
Venezuela, the Manoa and Orinoco 
companies, of citizens of t 
United States, hold title to 14,000, 
acres of valuable lands along the south 
bank of the Orinoco River, a 
a number of rich gold fields. Englan 
refuses to permit these Americans to 
exercise their rights of possession, and 
has installed an armed force to keep 
them away. Thus, from being a mere 
boundary-line controversy between 
England and Venezuela, the dispute 
has become an international affair, in 
which the United States must sooner 


square miles, which makes it nearly 
three times as large as Texas, and the 
latter is considered the giant of States. 
The Venezuelan population ie all of 
2,500,000, which is at least 500,000 more 
than can be found in any State in the 
Union with the exception of New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and IlMnois. The 
natural resources of the country are 
varied and important. Gold, copper, 
phosphates and coal are produced in 
considerable quantities, and the ex- 
ports of coffee, cocoa, tobacco and cot- 
ton are constantly increasing. Vene- 
tuela is a rich land, favored in climate 
and « cal location, and thereby 
hangs a tale of British aggression, 
dating back to 1827, since. when the 
diplomats of England have been play- 
ing football with the Monroe doctrine. 


WHAT THE “MONROE DOCTRINE” 
18. 


If there is any principle of American 
government well understood and re- 
spected by people of all political par- 
‘ties in this country, it is this same 
Monroe doctrine. It has no place on 
our statute books; it is merely the 
enunciation of the personal sentiments 
of an individual who chanced to be 
the executive of the nation, but despite 
this it is the strong unwritten law of 
our land, the very embodiment of the 
principle of American independence 
and security. The Monroe doctrine is 
simple in tone and easy to understand. 
No wo can better explain it than 
those used by President Monroe himself 
in touching on the matter in his annual 
message to Congress, December 2, 1823. 
At⸗that time we were having a little 
misunderstanding with Russia and 
Great Britain regarding their rights 
and interests on the Northwest coast, 
and Spain and Portugal had been a lit- 
tle too aggressive toward the South 
American republics to suit the broad 
Americanism of James Monroe. In tell- 
ing Congress that negotiations were un- 
der way for a settlement of the North- 
west troubles, President Monroe said: 

“In the discuseions to which this inter- 
est has given rise, and in the arrarge- 
ment by which they may terminate, the 
occasion has been judged proper for 
asserting, as a principle in which the 
rights and interests of the United States 
are involved, that the American conti- 
nents, by the free and independent con- 
dition which they have assumed and 
maintain, are henceforth not to be con- 
sidered ‘as subjects for future colcniza- 
tion by any European power. 
We owe it, therefore, to candor and 
to the amicable relations existing be- 
tween the United States and those pow- 
érs to declare that we should consider 
any attempt on their part to extend 
their system to any portion of this hem- 
isphere es dangerous to our peace and 
safety. With the existing colonies or 
dependencies of any European power 
we have not interfered and shall not in- 
terfere. But with the governments who 
have declared their independence we 
have, on great consideration and on 
just principles, acknowledged we could 
not view any interposition for the pur- 
pose of oppressing them or controlling 
in any other manner their destiny by 
any European power in any other light 
than as the manifestation of an un- 
friendly disposition toward the United 
States.“ 

PLAIN AND TO THE POINT. 

This is certainly plain and to the 
point. If words mean anything, official 
notice was served on all European 
powers so long back as 1823 that they 
must keep their hands off the republics 
on the American hemisphere, and with 
the exception of England they have all 
done s0, save the unhappy effort of 
France to establish a monarchy in®Mex- 
ico and instill Maximilian as Emperor. 
If President Monroe had written his 
message with the foresight of a prophet 
he couid not have outiined the danger 
he feared more accurately. Under the 
guise of a boundary dispute begun in 
1827 England has been constantly har- 
assing Venezuela and trying to bulldoze 
it into giving up a slice of valuable 
gold-mine territory larger than the 
State of New York. To understand the 
situation thoroughly it is necessary to 
know the claims made on both sides. 

It is universally conceded by civ'hzed 
countries that the only proper way to 
acyuire title to new lands is by discuv- 
ery and conquest, or by puren ie from 
the natives, but a civilized government 
once established and main-ainel, no 
subsequent deal can be made with the 
natives by another power for posses- 
sion of the land unless the first hoid- 
ers are disposed of. To make this more 
clear we will imagine that England, de- 
sirous of obtaining control of South Da- 
kota, should ignore the United States 
government and try to make a deai di- 
rect with the Sioux Indians. At cnee 
our officials at Washington would enter 
a sharp objection on the ground that 
the title was in the United States only, 
the rights of the Indians having been 
lest by conquest or sale, and the ob- 
jection wou be sustained »y every 
civilized nation in the worli, lf ieft 
free to speak honestly. Tals is pre- 
cisely the sitvation in Venezuela, with 
the exception that Venezuela is not 
strong enough to make Great Britein 


respect its protest, and up to the pres- 


ent time no other power has seen fit to 
serve with other than mild objec- 
ns. 


COLUMBUS'S LANDING PLACE. 

It was on the coast of Venezuela that 
Columbus first set foot upon the Amer- 
ican mainland. This was in 1498, on the 
occasion of his third voyage in quest 
of a new world. By virtue of discov- 
ery and the conquest of the Indian 
tribes which up to that time had been 
its only inhabitants, the country passed 
into the possession of Spain, and that 
nation remained in undisputed control 
until the Venezuelans revolted in 1810. 
Venezuela had then grown to be quite 
& power. Its people were rich and 
brave, and, although of Spanish de- 
scent, rebelled against the exactions of 
the mother land. Long years of war 
followed, and while the victory was vir- 
tually won in 1821, Spain was able to 
delay recognition of the independence 
of the country until 1845. With inde- 
pendence from foreign control came in- 
ternecine strife growing out of the de- 
sires of various aspirants for political 
power and place, and there was a se- 
ries of revolutions and civil wars last- 
ing almost to the close of 1870. But dur- 
ing all this time no country except 
England thought of questioning the 
right of the Venezuelans to the res- 
sion of the land. The title is a clear 
one, so lawyers say. Spain obtained it 
by the discovery of the country and 
subjugation of the natives, and is passe d 
to Venezuela itself when Spain at the 
end of a long and bloody war conceded 
independence to the colony and a re- 
public was established. 


FIRST BOUNDARY LINE COMPLI- 
CATION, 

Now it happened there had been a 
war between Spain and the Dutch 
which was settled in 1648 by the ces- 
sion to Holland of a big slice of the 

ish territory in South America ad- 
joining Venezuela on the east, with the 
Esequibo River ae ite western boun- 
@ary, the deal being ratified by the 
treaty of Muneter. In 1814 England ob- 
tained from Holland a portion of this 
ceded territory next to and adjoining 
the Esequibo, which was named Brit- 
ish Guiana. It was not long before the 
enterprising Englishmen diacovered the 
lands of Venezuela lying west of the 
Esequibo were richer in gold and other 
valuables than their own, and quietly 
they began to sneak acroes the boun- 
Gary line and establish themselves in 
Venezuela. At that time the country 
was but sparsely settled, and it was 
a long while before news of the in- 
Won reached Caracas. One day in 
1827 the Venezuclans awoke to the fact 
had a firm foothold in 
ntry. veral hamlets of fair 

size had been established at convenient 
points, and a trading station was do- 
ing a good business at the mouth of 
the Pomaron River, some miles north 
and west of the Esequibo boundary. 
Venezuela was in the throes of a war 
with Spain and could do nothing bu 
enter a protest against the invasion. 
To this England replied that a mistake 
had been made in setting the original 
boundary and that the British terri- 
tory really reached to the mouth of 


that af- 
ter t of Munster they had 
made a number of successful forays 


Into the Spanish lands west of the We- 
quibo and had retained the territory. 
HISTORY AGAINST IT. 

History, however, shows this to be 
false, as the Dutch were invariably 
driven back and forced to retreat 
across the river. Findi Engiand 
would not e the Vene- 
zuela offered to submit the boundary 
question to any friendly powers for 
arbitration, but this was declined with- 
out thanks. Finally, in 1842, having 
got its fight with Spain in shape so 
that it bad a little breathing spell, 
Venezuela. puts its objections to the 
English invasion in such form an 
answer had to be given. That answer 
was in effect: “We have bought this 
country from the Indians the 
Dutch —.— — in it.” Ot 
course the Venezu people got angry 
about it, and their anger was intensi- 
fled when in 1842 the English govern- 
ment sent over a commission under 
Sir Robert Schomburgh for the purpose 
of marking out the boundaries of Brit- 
ish Guiana. Schomburgh staked out 
a line running from the mouth of the 
Orinoco River south by a tortuous 
route to Roraima and thence directly 
south to the Brazil boundary, cutting 
off from Venezuela and adding to Brit- 
ish Guiana a slice of country larger 
than the entire State of New York. 
This action inflamed the Venezuelans 
ense, Oo pu up his boundary 
markers and leave the neighborhood. 
It was a bold move on Schomburgh’s 
part to stake out so large a tracf and 
claim it for England, but t was the 
only way in which the rich gold fields 
in that part of Venezuela could be se- 
cured. Subsequent explorations have 
shown still richer fields to the westw 
and now the British boundary-line 
claim bas been pushed many miles 
to the west and north of the Schom- 
burgh line to cover them, and nearly 
double the territory staked out in 1842 
is now claimed by England. ’ 

MODIFIED BY ABERDEEN. 

In 1844, the British government’s for- 
eign policy having been modified by 
Lord Aberdeen, a new party of survey- 
ors was sent to Venezuela to fix upona 
boundary line. It was in vain the lit- 
tle republic demanded the matter be 
left to arbitration. Lord Aberdeen’s 
representative went ahead with his 
work without consulting the owners of 
the land. Whether it was because of 
ignorance of the location of gold fields 
or shame for the greed of Schomburgh 
is not known, but the new boundary 
was set many miles to the east of the 
first location, leaving out the auriferous 
lands and the mouth of the Orinoco, 
which was one of the commercial 
strongholds England was not anxious 
to obtain control of. Lord Aberdeen’s 
envoy proposed to make the British 
Guiana line begin at the mouth of the 
Maroco River and run from there 
aouthwesterly and then easterly to the 
Brazil boundary. Venezuela again pro- 
tested and the first thing known Eng- 
land was preparing to take possession 
of the land by force. To stave off this 
Venezuela agreed to an armistice, both 
countries pledging themselves, in 1850, 
not to occupy the disputed territory 
until the matter was amicably settled. 
This compact was kept until 1881, ex- 
cept that in the meantime Englishmen 
were continually sneaking over the 
line and establishing themselves in 
favorable locations, but there was no 
move by the British government. In 
1881, however, Lord Granville had a 
new boundary staked out, which was a 
sort of compromise between the Schom- 
burgh and Aberdeen lines. The Gran- 
ville survey made the British boundary 
begin at a point midway from the Ori- 
noco and Maroco rivers and run about 
equi-distant from the lines laid out in 
1842 and 1844 until it followed the Aber- 
deen survey. There was some prospect 
of settlement on this basis, when Lord 
Granville went out of office and his 
successor held different views on the 
question. 

SITUATION BECOMES SERIOUS. 

It was not until 1886 the situation be- 
came really serious. Lord Rosebery 
had submitted a proposition giving 
England control of the mouth of the 
Orinoco River, and almost simulta- 
neously Britis& troops were moved into 
the disputed territory, fortified posi- 
tions taken, and notice given that the 
country was under British control. 
This was followed by the English giv- 
ing valuable concessions of Vene< inan 
lands and mines to British .subjects.

THE REPUBLICAN PROGRAMME. 


It is greatly to be regretted that the 
Venezuela emergency is complicated 
in any way with the financial troubles 
of the nation. On the one hand there 
is almost entire unanimity of feeling 
between the executive and the legisla- 
tive branch of the government, while 
the people at large are heartily in ac- 
cord with their representatives. On 
the other hand there are wide and 
seemingly irreconcilable differences. 
The financial views of the executive 
are not in harmony with the prevail- 
ing views of the majority in Congress; 
and on the tariff question, which the 
“Republicans regard as inseparable from 
the financial question, President Cleve- 
“Jand’s opinions are radically at vari- 
“ance with those of the Congressional 
“majority. 
Under these unfortunate circum- 
stances it is to be feared that harmony 
“of action will be impossible. Lack of 
“harmony between the President and 
Congress on these grave issues* will 
create an impression abroad highly 
unfavorable to this action. It will be 
regarded, and not without reason, as 
an evidence of weakness, and will tend 
to increase rather than to diminish the 
chances of war. 
It is not to be doubted that, if the 
worst comes, harmonious action will 
be taken. But it ought not to require 
a supreme crisis to bring about such 
a result. The time for harmonious and 
statesmanlike action is now. We 
should present a compact front to our 
possible foes. To do otherwise is to 
invite attack, under the misapprehen- 
gion that we are divided on the vital 
issue, instead of on mere side issues. 
Both houses of Congress have 
evinced a commendable spirit of patri- 
otism in supporting the President in 
the Venezuelan affair. The opportun- 
ity will soon be afforded the President 
to demonstrate that he holds patriotism 
higher than partisanism. Upon him 
will rest the duty of approving such 
reasonable measures as Congress may 
devise for the relief of the treasury, 
even though such measures may not 
be wholly in accord with his personal 
views or recommendations. Upon Con- 
gress rests the duty of remedial legis- 
lation. Mr. Cleveland has indicated 
certain plans of relief, in which, no 
doubt, he conscientiously believes. But 
he has no right to insist that Con- 
gress shall follow out his suggestions 
as a condition precedent to securing 
executive approval of the measures 
passed. Such insistance on the part of 
Mr. Cleveland would be an unwar- 
ranted arrogation of powers belonging, 
under the Constitution, to Congress. 
If we are to have such concert of ac- 
tion as the occasion demands, Presi- 
dent Cleveland must be prepared to 
make some sacrifices in the interest of 
harmony. The sacrifices and conces- 
gions are not to be all on one side. 
The plan outlined by the Ways and 


in a general way feasible, though not, 
perhaps, perfect in all its details. How- 
ver strenuous may be the efforts made 
to conceal the fact, it is a fact never- 
theless that the present financial trou- 
bles are due, primarily, to the lack of 
sufficient revenue to meet the expenses 
of governmem. This of 
revenue would be supplied by the pro- 
posed increase of 60 per cent. of the 
McKinley duty on wool, woolen goods,

‘on cereals, and a horizontal increase of 
per cent. on other schedules. This 


Means Committee of the House seems 


plan, if carried out, would undoubtedly 
supply the revenue so much needed by 
the government. Should it fail to meet 
expectations, the proposed bill author- 
izing the issue of 3 per cent. coin 
bonds and 2 per cent. treasury certifi- 
cates will effectually safeguard the 
treasury's surplus and the gold reserve. 
No more of these bonds need be issued 
than are necessary, and as many as 
are needed may be issued. 


One good feature of the proposed 
bond bill is the provision that the 
paper money redeemed shall not be 
paid out for current liabilities unless 
the expenses of the government are 
greater than the revenues, as they are 
not likely to be should both measures 
become law. Legal-tenders, when re- 
deemed, could thus be held in the 
treasury, as a part of the surplus, and 
while so held they could not, of course, 
be used to pump gold out of the 
treasury, as they are used under the 
present absurd plan, which requires 
that they shall be “paid-out and kept 
in circulation” as often as redeemed. 
The plan has the further merit of pro- 
viding funds for any emergencies 
that may arise by reason of the Vene- 
zuelan complication. 


Washington dispatches intimate that 
the free-coinage advocates propose to 
take advantage of the existing situa- 
tion to force action in conformity to 
their peculiar financial. theories. One 
of the Populist Senators is quoted as 
saying that no financial measure can 
pass Congress unless it contains “a 
recogition of silver.“ This dogmatic 
announcement is in the last degree 
unpatriotic, narrow and selfish. The 
“silver men” claim a majority in the 
Senate, and they can, if they choose, 
block legislation by concerted action. 
To persist in such a course, in a grave 
emergency, would be madness. The 
present is a time for mutual conces- 
sions,.for the subordination of personal 
and partisan views, theories and hob- 
bies to the higher considerations of 
the public welfare and safety. There 
is danger that the extremists in Con- 
gress will inject bitterness into the 
discussion of ways and means to meet 
the needs of the hour. There is also 
some ground to fear that President 
Cleveland may not be found willing to 
meet Congress half-way in the impor- 
tant work before it. It is to be hoped 
that these fears are groundless. The 
events of the next few weeks will de- 
termine. 


CHRISTMAS, 


Again the light of another Christ- 
mas morning is flooding the world, 
and all Christendom is making ready 
to celebrate the day with rejoicing, for 
there is no other day in the calendar 
that is so pregnant with meaning to 
the race, nor so full of the -promises 
of hope as the one which we today 
celebrate. 


Men's ideals are grand, yet it is to 
de deplored that we do not always 
live up to them. Today, throughout 
England and America, as well as in 
all other portions of the Christian 
world, will be heard that chant which 
the angels sang: Peace on earth, 
good will to men,” and yet, while re- 
peating that song the two great Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples stand confront- 
ing each other in hostile attitude, Eng- 
land ready to fight or bully us unless 
we yield to ber claims, which, upon 


their face, appear to us to be aggres- 
sive and destructive of one of the 


fundamental doctrines of New World 
freedom. 


Sentiment is not worth anything un- 
less reduced to practice, unless it is 
made to mold life and to control its 
action, and what we want of this 
Christmas sentiment is that it shall 
enter into and influence every act of 
our lives, both as nations and individ- 
uals, uplifting us to a higher plane of 
purpose and of nobler endeavor. The 
Christmas sentiment should be not for 
this day alone, but for all days, and 
Peace on earth, good will to men“ 
should be the unbroken refrain 
universal Christendom. 


Let this truth be borne in upon us, 
and let us cultivate this spirit of amity 
and good will in all the relations of 
life, doing our business in the spirit 
which belongs to the day and fitting 
our social life to its rule. 


Let us remember the poor today, 
helping those who are less fortunate 
than ourselves, according to our 
ability, and carry with us that 
same spirit of helpfulness into suc- 
ceeding days. Doing this, we shall see 
more happy faces among care-worn 
heads of families, as well as among 
the children of want and poverty. 


‘The lesson which the day should im- 
press upon all men is that of the uni- 
versal brotherhood of the race. For 
all men the divine Christ came into, 
the world, to help their needs and to 
bind them together in,those nobler 
aims and purposes which exalt the 
race, and while we enjoy the day in 
giving and receiving gifts, let us seek 
to understand and enter into the more 


exalted spirit of the day, which is that 


of ever-active good-will and helpful- 
ness teward others. 

The Washington correspondent of 
the Chicago Times-Herald cites the 
“interesting and noteworthy fact” that 
the -expenditures of the government, 
excepting pensions, have’ not greatly 
increased in twenty years. Comparing 
1874 with 1894 the increase has been 
as follows: Civil and miscellaneous, 
from $70,000,000 to $102,000,000; War 
Department, from $42,000,000 to $54,- 
000,000; Navy Department, from §$31,- 
000,000 to $32,000,000; Indians, from 
$7,000,000 to $10,000,000. The total in- 
crease in ordinary expenditures has 
been $48,000,000, or less than 33 per 
cent. The population of the country 
nearly doubled meanwhile. In the 
twenty years the annual payment for 
interest on the public debt decreased 
from $103,000,000 to $28,000,000, while 
the pension payments increased from 
$29,000,000 to $141,000,000. We have 
saved $75,000,000 in yearly interest and 
added $112,000,000 in yearly pension 
payments. The correspondent ex- 
presses the opinion that the Republi- 
cans will not be able to reduce the 
total appropriations, pensions excepted, 
one-quarter of 1 per cent. 


Of course, Henry George is “agin” 
President Cleveland in the Venezuela 
matter. Henry George is a long-eared 
ass, whose bray is always on the wrong 
side of public questions, both great 
and small. There would be reason to 
question the righteousness of the Pres- 


ident’s position if Henry George in- 
dorsed it. 


Our Canadian neighbors are taking 
time by the forelock in making prepa- 
rations for war. It is to be hoped that 
they will build some good, strong 
fortifications, for Uncle Sam will find 
such things handy after we have taken 
possession of Canada. 


Judge B. F. Hoffman of Pasadena 
has a vigorous letter in a recent issue 
of the Star of that city, supporting the 
Monroe doctrine as enunciated by Pres- 
ident Cleveland. He expresses the 
opinion that John Bull will back down 
rather than fight. 


Austria, too, is against us, and the 
comic papers of Vienna are poking fun 
at and caricaturing President Cleve- 
land. The Viennese are having their 
fun now. Ours will come later on, ahd 
our enemies will not enjoy it. 


In case of war the atmosphere of the 
United States will be decidedly un- 
healthy for some of those college pro- 
fessors who are now putting forth 
their treasonable views so flippantly.

EARNING HIS SALARY, 


WHAT DENNIS FLYNN, THE cow 
BOY STATESMAN, is DOING. 


The Cow-puncher Tells of the Very 
Modest Wants of Oklahoma Ter- 
ritory—He Would Like to Kuow 
the Reason for Some Thin. 


WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Dec. 18.—Den- 
nis Flynn, the cowboy statesman from 
Oklahoma, is still earning his salary 
making life miserable for Secretary 
Hoke Smith. I called on the genial rep- 
resentative of boomer-land to learn the 
causes which led up to the uncompli- 
mentary remarks Delegate Flynn made 
about the Secretgry of the Interior 
when offering a resolution in Congress 
asking for information as to why men 
had not been appointed to make allot- 
ments upon the Wichita, Kiowa and 
Comanche Indian tracts. 

I found the statesman at his home 
on Fourteenth street, and in answer to 
my request, he said: 

“Well, In make a long story short. 
Whatever Oklahoma wants, she has to 
fight the cattlemen and the Interior De- 
partment to get. I don’t blame the 
cattlemen. I was a cowpuncher myself 
and of course have a sympathy for 
them, but we have played in such hard 
luck with the Interior Department that 
mothers out in Oklahoma frighten their 
children by saying Hoke Smith will 
catch them if they don’t behave, and 
I think juries could easily be found who 
would think calling a man Hoke 
Smith would justify homicide. Even 
his appointees cannot stand up for him, 
the people would not allow them to 
remain if they did. 

“Well, Secretary Smith went to Yel- 
lowstone Park when he first took of- 
fice and came back with what he 
termed a brand-new Indian policy. We 
waited anxiously to see what it was, 
end found it was simply to put thei: 
affairs exclusively in the hands of 
Georgians. Of 300 office-holders in Ok- 
lahoma only about a dozen ever lived 
in the Territory and about two hun- 
dred came from Georgia. We had hard 
uck from the start, our first land regis- 
ter was indicted for embezzlement, an- 
other was crooked but we say nothing 
of that as when he shot a town marshai 
the officer killed him. Then, about two 
weeks ago, another died of an overdose 
of laudanum. 

“I fought the appointment of town- 
site commissioners; but they were ap- 
pointes. and there 
was but one res 0 ahoma. 
But e up to the 
present fight against the secretary are 
of a somewhat different nature. It 
took three years after the Kickapoo 
lands were allotted for them to be 
thrown open to settlement, so in the 
Kiowa and Comanche lands, I had the 
provision inserted that they were to be 
opened ‘within twelve months after the 
allotment, and the result is that the 
Secretary has declined to act under the 
law and appoint men to make the allot- 
ments.

he reason for this is what I want 
to find out, if possible. The story is 
an interesting one, but I will state it 
briefly. In the year 1892 the United 
States government sent a commission 
empowered to make a treaty with the 
Kiowa and Comanche Indians who oc- 
cupy the Fort Sill reservation, consist- 
ing of 3,000,000 acres of land. By a 
large majority the Indians favored the 


treaty, although the cattlemen opposed 


it. Lieut. Scott, a relative of Secretary 
Smith, assisted in inducing the Indians 
to sign the treaty for which it was 
provided he should receive benefits as 


an Indian. This Congress declined to 


grant, and Lieut. Scott then began to 
fight the treaty, having done so suc- 
cessfully up to this time, as the lands 
have not been allotted. In the Wichita 
lands, the Indians wanted 80 cents an 
acre and the commissioners offered 50 
cents. Chief Bushyhead obtained a 
contract to obtain the largest possible 
price from Congress, which contract 
Secretary Smith refused to approve, 
and it was given to a man named 
Colby, who has come to Washington 
with contracts calling for about $8000. 


One of these for $2700 he turned over 


as collateral to claim Attorney Shelby 
to assist him, and this was referred to 
me. Meanwhile, Bushyhead had taken 
the contract which was rejected, and 
assigned a share in it to Attorney Lips- 
comb, a relative of Secretary Smith, 
and it was approved without question, 
leaving Colby and Shelby out in the 
cold 


“Army Officer Scott has stood in the 
way of the Kiowa and Comanche treaty 
and now comes Maj. F. P. Baldwin.o 
the regular army, and makes ‘new 
lease upon these lands as the agent of 
the Interior Department. Of course the 
government is acting to protect the In- 
dians. There is a large increase in the 
acreage leased under the new leases 
and yet the rental has fallen from $14.25 
per capita to $10,10. We want to know 
where the balance of the money goes.” 

When asked whether or not the five 
tribes would be included in Oklahoma, 
Delegate Flynn said: “No, sir. We don’t 
want it. We have over three hundred 
thousand people in Oklahoma proper 
and we want statehood, but the Indi- 
ans, as they are called, ought to have 
a regular Territorial form of govern- 
ment. I-went through that country last 
summer to study the situation, and 
there are very few Indians. It pays to 
be an Indian, and men with from one- 
thirty-second to one-sixty-fourth Indi- 
an blood pose as Indians. Two of the 
men who control the Cherokee Nation 
were born in France, others in Can- 
ada, and yet 50,000 of these so-called 
Indians prevent 300,000 white men from 
owning any property. It cannot be 
allowed to last much longer, but the 
most powerful lobbies in Washington 
are those for the purpose of preventing 
that matter from being interfered with. 
The Cherokee Nation appropriated $2f,- 
000 for use this winter. I met a white 
man who asked me what Congress 
would do. ‘I don’t know,’ I said, ‘what 
should they do?’ ‘“ “Well,” he answered, 
“*T don’t want any allotment. My fam- 
ily would only have 5600 acres of land 
and I own fifty miles of coal veins.” 
“Why, are you an Indian? I asked. 


“Yes, sir.” Where was you born?’ In 
New York State. My wife’s an Indi- 
an.” 


I saw his wife and she wag as 
white as he. 


“A little later on, I intend to intro- 


appoint a commission to go out to Okla- 
homa and investigate all of the affairs 
of which I speak, and there will de 
some surprising revelations.”

The Enoch Talbot to Have Wooden 
Tanks Below Deck. 

The directors of the California On 
and Transportation Company have de- 
cided to use the hold of the Enoch Tal- 
bot for thé accommodation of the oil 
to be carried and will utilize all the 
available room below the deck by build- 
ing therein wooden tanks. The tanks 
will be constructed of broad timbers 
laid one on top of another and packed 
the same as the outside of a vessel, to 
prevent leaking.

Christmas Trees Were Laden with 
Fruit—Pictures of Snow and Min- 
ter Climes—Masic,Good Cheer 
and Candy Galore. 


The city was filled last evening with 
Christmas cheer, and with all the con- 
tent and jollity of the grown people, 
it was pre-eminently children’s night, 
as Christmas eve has been from time 
immemorial. The festivities were many 
and all the churches celebrated the ad- 
vent of the Prince of Peace, but it is 
safe to say that no merrier crowds of 
children and young people ever rath- 
ered under one roof than filled the First 
Methodist Church last evening. 

The church was bright with Lolly and 
pepper boughs, and was literally packed 
to the roof with people. The grown-ups, 
who were distinctly a secondary feature 
in the entertainment, were relegated to 
the gallery, from which they cculd 
watch the fun without being in the way 
of the nine hundred youngsters who 
filled the body of the church ro full 
that they brimmed over the cdges. 

The First Methodist Church has the 
largest Sunday-school on the Pacific 
Coast, and Dr. Brodtbeck, the able and 
energetic superintendent, whose untir- 
ing efforts have made the Sunday- 
school what it is, spared no pains to 
make the Christmas eve entertainment 
success. 

Upon the high platform erected in the 
center of the church was placed a small 
house, covered thickly with snow- 
wreaths, which was supposed to be the 
headquarters of Santa Claus. On the 
open space in front was plenty of room 
for all the pretty exercises by the chil- 
dren, and below was the Sunday-school 
orchestra, under the direction of Harry 
C. Sherman, which gave music crisp 
and gay enough for the jolliest Christ- 
mas eve. 

After the opening prayer by Dr. Wil- 
son, June Connor, a little niece of Mrs. 
Torrey’s, recited with much expression 
a poem composed by her ‘nother, enti- 
tled “The Christmas Muse in Califor- 
nia.” Theh the little platform was 
thronged with a troop of pretty little 
maids, ranging down like o flight of 
stairs from the slender young girl at the 
head of the line to curly-headed six- 
year-olds at the foot.

the fresh little voices ringing sweetly 
through the crowded house, and then 
little June Connor recited “Stars are 
Shining.”

by accident. 

Lepetre was a Frenchman 40 years 
of age, and was employed as driver of 
a laundry wagon for Mme. Marie La- 
lanne. He had a wife and four chil- 
dren, but lived with Mme. Lelanne at 
No. 2410 Maple avenue. Mme. Lalanne 
has half a dozen children of her own 
and Lapetre’srelations toward her are 
alleged to have been of the nature of 
a pater familias. 

Lapetre was a well-built, healthy- 
looking man, and there are no marks 
of violence upon his body save a wound 
on the back of the head, and an abra- 
sion of the forehead. The wound on 
the back of his head apparently was 
the cause of his death, but how it was 
inflicted is an open question. It bled 
profusely, but from an outward exami- 
nation it does not appear that the skull 
is fractured. 

Mme. Lelanne’s story is that Lape- 
tre came home at 12 o’clock Monday 
night instead of 7 p.m. as was his cus- 
tom. He drove into the backyard, and 
when she went out to meet him she 
noticed that he was intoxicated. In 
attempting to get out of the wagon, he 
put his foot on one of the front wheels 
and was about to leap to the ground, 
when the horses gave a sudden start 
and threw him headforward ‘to the 
earth. The back of his head struck the 
stump of a small tree, which cut his 
scalp, rendered him unconscious and 
resulted in his death several hours !ater, 
Sucs is Mme. Lelanne’s story. 

The Coroner first heard of the case 
through Dr. Shorb, who notified him 
that he was called to Mme. Lalanne’s 
residence at 5:45 Tuesday morning to 
see Lapetre, who, it was alleged, was 
suffering from severe pains in the bow- 
els. The doctor arrived just in time to 
see the man dle, and, noticing the bruise 
on his forehead and the blood flowing 
from the back of his head, he thought 
it was à proper case for the Coroner, 
and. accordingly notified that official. 

Coroner Campbell visited the place 
about noon and took charge of the body 
which he sent to Garrett's undertaking 
rooms. The circumstances’ surround- 
ing Lapetre’s death he thought were 
sufficient to warrant a most searching 
inquiry. There was only one blood 
stain on the tree where Lapetre’s head 
is alleged to have struck. No traces of 
blood were on the ground, but the pil- 
low under the dead man’s head was 
saturated with gore. Mme. Lalanne 
claimed that she and another woman 
carried him into the house and put him 
to bed after his fall. The trunk of the 
tree is smooth and precludes the possi- 
bility of making a jagged wound by a 
man’s head striking ogainst it.

The Valse of Suggestion in Therapy. 
The Poisonous Action of Acety- 
leme—Street-car Hooks for 


(CORBESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 16, 1895.--The last 
big European war taught the French 
more about ballooning than they would 
otherwise have learned in a generation. 


At the beginning of the war the gov- 


ernment rejected many proposals from 
Danoon makers to construct a number 
of war balloons, but when they were 
shut up in Paris, they gladly turned to 
the dalloon to help them. They turned 
all their disused stations into balloon 
factories, and sought the services of the 
féw experienced aeronauts then avail- 
able for the teaching of the use and 
management of the balloon to the peo- 
ple. During four months sixty-six hal- 
Joons left Baris, of which number only 
three have never been accounted for. 
This is remarkable when it s remem: 
bered that no lights were allowed in. 
night ascensions, and the balloons could 
only be sent up under cover of dark- 
ness. One hundred and sixty persons, 
including Gambetta, were carried safely 
over the Prussian lines, and 2,500,000 


letters sent. The balloons also took with 


them pigeons, which: were sent back 
to Paris with letters.and dispatches. 


The messages were written and pho- 


tographed down very small ‘on exceed- 
ingly thin paper. This was rolled up, 
inserted in a quill, and attached to the 
tall feathers of the pigeon. When it 
Was received in Paris, the photograph 
was put under a microscope, and the 
message read. One of the balloons, the 
Ville d'orleans, left Paris at 11 o'clock 
at night, and arrived near Christiana 
fifteen hours later, having crossed the 
North Sea in its remarkable voyage. 
Most of the aeronauts were sailors, who 
were chosen because of their familiar- 
ity with the management and eteering 


of boats at sea, and they proved very; 


capable. During the entire siege bal- 
loons formed the only means of cdm- 
munication with the outside world for 
the imprisoned inhabitants, and noth- 
ing could have taken their. place. Since 
then ballooning has been made an im- 


_ Portant branch of military study, and 


ence ¢ is a wise one. 


the course through which the balloon- 
ing corps has to pass is becoming dally 
more scientific and severe. The war 
balloon must be compact, always ready 
for action, and very strong. It is not 
large enough for two. It is always 
captive, that is, it is secured to the 
earth by a cable, It is séldom emptied 
of its gas, and is therefore always 
ready for action at a moment's notice. 
The equipment of a balloon corps, be- 
sides the balloon itself, consists es- 
sentially of two wagons, one 1 e and 
heavy, somewhat resembling a lumber 
truck, and the other considerably 
smaller. The former is used to fasten 
the balloon to, and is provided with 
large reels,-containing about 2000 yards 
of twisted wire rope. The smaller 
wagon is filled with iron pipes contain- 


-ihg gas, and is technically called the 


“tube-wagon.”: At the word of com- 
mand, the balloon, already’ inflated, is 
released, and bounds upward to the 
height of several hundred feet, unroll- 
ing the rope after it. The officer in the 
dar takes up with him maps of the 
surrounding country, and a field glass. 
The position and arrangement of the 
enemy is marked down on the maps 
with different colored pencils, indicat- 


Bing cavalry, ‘infantry, etc. These 
marked maps are then placed in a 
leather bag, which is attached to a

STREET-CAR HOOKS FOR BICY- 

CLES. 


A great obstacle in the way of the 
city wheelman who wishes to get 
quickly out to the country roads with- 
out the labor and unpleasantness of 
working his way over the rough stones 
of the city street is the difficulty of 
procuring carriage for his bicycle. Most 
street-car companies make go provision 
for the cyclers, and will not permit 
their wheels to be carried on the plat- 
forms. In Montana they do things dif- 
férently, and by a Me device they 
bring to the railway lines a great deal 
more patronage than will repay the ex- 
tra trouble to which they put them- 
selves. In Butte the street cars are pro- 
vided with exterior hooks, on which 
cyclers may hang their wheels. The 
plan is a great success, and all over the 
city the cars can be seen studded both 
on the roof and sides with the machines 
of. wheelmen who are going out on the 
car for their country ride. Many rail- 
way companies already realize that it 
will pay to.make things comfortable for 
the ever-increasing army of wheelmen. 
In Brooklyn, N. T., on Sundays and 
holidays, the elevated steam railways 
have become so far liberalized that they 
admit wheelers and their wheels to the 
smoking cars; ‘a charge of two extra 
fares being. made for the wheel. - Hun- 
dreds of cyclers avail themselves of the 
privilege. 
HOW LONG WILL 

LAST? 

The question: How long will a ma- 
chine. last?“ Is often asked. Everything 
depends upon the machine's weigut, its 
quality, the weight of the rider, the 
haracter of the roads ridden, and the 

e taken of the machine. But, tak- 
ing average conditions, a wheel should 
be ridable from four to six seasons, or 
at least 10,000 miles. With proper care, 
a well-made pair of road tires should 
last the same length of time as the 
above estimate of a wheel's life, a pair 
having been known in England to have 
traveled 25,000 miles, and still be serv- 
tceable. In Vienna, Austria, all bicycle 
riders, before obtaining permission to 
ride on the public streets, are required 
to pass an examination. They are re- 
quired to ride between boards laid on 
the floor without touching the sides or 
the edges of the boards. At the word 
of command, they must be able to dis- 
mount either right, deft or backward. 
Until the rider passes this examination 
eatisfactorily, a license to ride on the 
public highway is refused him. 


A “MACHINE 


THE MORTALITY OF PHYSICIANS, 


An interesting paper has recently ap- 
peared on the mortality and causes of 
death in medical men. This paper is 
Dased on the records of 450 physicians 
who died in New’ York and Brooklyn 
during the past eight years. The aver- 
Age age of death was 5.6 years, and 
the mortality was about 25.23, as com- 
pared with a mortality of 15.93 in cler- 

en and .20.23 in lawyers. There is 
a’considerable mortality from the self- 
administration of drugs; that from con- 
sumption is about half the general rate, 
‘while that from typhoid fever is very 
high. There is a high death rate due 
to arterial sclerosis, and other degen- 
erative changes. The practical conclu- 
sion deduced from these statistics is 
that doctors should take at least three 
weeks’ rest and change yearly, should 
Le extremely moderate in the use cf 
stimulants, Should be regular in their 
meals, nevey worry, and never hurry. 
This ig a * of advice that doctors 
‘give, but not take. The aurther 
uggestton, however, that they all join 
me medical sickness and life insur-

(Sacramento rd-Union:) After the 
French aud Armeriocan révolutions, the 
establishment of a republican form of 
government in America under a consti- 
tution, and the rie and fall of the em- 
Dire established by Napoleon, all thp 
Christian nations of Europe, except 
England, formed what is known in his- 
tory as “The Holy Alliance.” It was 
the object of this alliance to maintain 
the rightful authority of kings. The 
monarchies of the world bad much oc- 
caston to feel alarm ‘at the progress of 
popular government. Their own peo- 
ple were denfanding the extension of 
constitutional privileges. Therefore 
the thrones of Europe, as it were, com- 
bined to maintain royal prerogatives. 
Some of the Spanish-speaking peoples 
of America had achieved’ their inde- 
pendence. The United States was the 
first to recognize. the independence of 
these new American states. England 
had failed or refused to recognize them 
because such recognition mignt ihvolve 
conflict with Spain directly, and the 
Holy Alliance indirectly. Spain appeared 
to the Holy Alliance to afford her as- 
sistance in the restoration of the right- 
ful authority of the crown of Spain 
over her lately rebellious province in 
America. 

At this point Canning, the British 
‘Premier, proposed to Richard Rush, the 
American representative at the court 
of St. James, a joint protest on thé part 
of the United States and Great Britain 
against the interference of European 
nations to restore the authority ot 
Spa in, or to establish other govern- 
ments over the people of America than 
those they had chosen for themselves. 
The proposition was submitted by Mon- 
roe to Thomas Jefferson, the then Sec- 
retary of State, and John. Quincy 
Adams. Thomas Jefferson wrote the 
President urging the acceptance of the 
proposition, Adams, however, opposed 
it. The protest proposed by Canning 
contained the declaration: that neither 
Great Britain nor the United States de- 
sired the acquisition of further terri- 
tory on the American continent. Bvi- 
dently this feature was unsatisfactory 
to Adams. The United States had am- 
bitions in the direction of territorial ag- 
grandizement. Adams's counsels pre- 
vailed with President Monroe. The 
United States refused to join Great 
Britain in any protest against an at- 
tempt on the part of the Holy Alliance 
to restore the authority of Spain on the 

merican continent, and the decision 
and the determination ot this question 
is set forth in the message of President 
Monroe to the Congress of the United 
States on the 2d day of December, 1823. 
Read in the light of the circumstances 
of it may be con-

First—It declared that there no lon- 

ger existed any territory 


ereignty; that 


colonization, therefore, by European 


olonization by European wers 
meant colonization by charters which 
extended the authority of the govern- 
ment over the t subject of the 
charter. In this réspect it was a dec- 
laration of a historical fact that the 


American continents were no longer. 


subjects of subdivision “by the diplo- 


matic methods of European powers. | 
The message of President Monroe de- 


clared the close of an historie era. The 
American continents were under the 
jurisdiction of governments. of people 
inhabiting these continents, and there 
was, theref 
colonies. The attempt on the part of 
the European governments to establish 
such colonies would be in the naure of 
an arbttr invasion of the rights of 
the American governments. 

Second—That the government of the 
United States would not look with in- 
difference upon the attempt of Euro- 
pean powers, meaning specifically. the 
Holy Alliance, to establish over the 
peoples of America governments not 
of their own choo#¢ing. 

Third—That the arbitrary and forci- 
ble acquisition of territory on the 
American continents by European pow- 
ers would be resisted by the United 
States. 

The language of the message is not 
followed in this summary, nor there 
an attempt to paraphrase it. The three 
subdivisions here presented constitute 
the leading features of this historic 
declaration of national police. 

To apply this policy to the matter in 
controversy between Venezuela and 


Great Britain, let it be understood that 


Great Britain claims 40,000 to 60, 


squares mile of. territory which was’ 


ceded by Brazil to Venezuela. The Ven 
ezuelan government declares that the 
British claim is arbitrary, oppressivé 
and in the nature of a conquest. If 
this be true, then every principle of the 
Monroe doctrine is-violated, for if Great 
Britain may take 40,000 or 60,000 square 
miles from Venezuela and extend the 
sovereignty of Great Brita!n over it, it 
is an infraction of the principle’ that 
this continent is no longer.subject to 
colonization by charter or any forcible 
entry of territory. 

What President Cleveland Has pro- 
posed. may be simplified. He has de- 
clared that the maintenance of the Mon- 
roe doctrine is of the highest impor- 
tance to the people of the United States, 
because if European powers are per- 
mitted to oppress the weak states of 
America, take forcible possession of 
their terfitory, and extend their gov- 

mental jurisdiction over them, 
by-setting aside the rightful sov- 
ereignty which has already been ex- 
tended by the people of America over 
these continents, then there is no se- 
surity against such arbitrary action cn 
the part of these powers as would 
eventually draw our own country into 
war. 

Believing the Monroe doctrine to be 
of the highest importance to the main- 
tenance of peace between the United 
States and European powers; he de- 
clares that the United States is prop- 
erly justified in entering upon 
inquiry as to whether the action of 
Great Britain is arbitrary or is justi- 
fied. If it is arbitrary, if Great’ Britain 
is attempting to wrest by superior force 
a part of the territory which rightfully 
belongs to Venezuela, then we are in 
the presence of a condition which was 
applicable only to the primitive stages 
of the settlement of these continents. 
He has asked Congress to make a 


sufficient appropriation to enable him 


to send a’ commission’ to ascertain 
whether or not the title given by the 
Dutch to the territory in dispute is a 
valid title. In short, he asks for au- 
thority to officially ascertain the merits 
of this controversy, and he has said 
that if England is simply relying upon 
her superior prowess to rob an Amer- 
ican state of a part of her territory, 
then the United States will resist with 
all means at its command the perpetra- 
tion of such an outrage. There is noth- 
ing else derivable from the message. 

The declaration of Salisbury that the 
Monroe doctrine does not apply in this 
case is true only if it be true that Eng- 
land has a right to the territory now in 
dispute. It is not true if it shall be 
disclosed that Englend is wrongfully 
laying claim to territory that rightfully 
belongs to Venezuela. 

The position of the President of the 
United States is irrefragible. The pro- 
ceeding he has proposed is statesman- 
like. The Monroe doctrine must be 
maintained. The perpetuation of peace 
is involved in its maintenance. Better 
ten years of war than the humiliation 
of abandoning that great doctrine. The 
people of the United States are with 
the President in making this issue. One 
house of Congress has already made the 
necessary appropriation, and the Presi- 
dent should proceed with the examina- 
tion.

It must not, however, be forgotten that 
when a nation declares a . doctrine 
which is to be the guide of ita policy, 
it alone has the right of determination 
as to whether the exigency which calls 
for the application of the dockrine has 
arisem, To state this in another form, 
tt would constitute an abandonment of 
the Monroe doctrine to permit a Euro- 
pean power to determine whether the 
issue between itself and an American 
State was such as to justify the applli- 
cation of the doctrine. Having declared 


the policy outlined in the Monroe doc- 


trine to be the fixed and unalterable 
policy of America, this nation alone hes 
the right to determine whether the doc- 
trine itself has been infringed. The re- 
fusal of England to arbitrate the dim- 
culties between itself and Venezuela 
will very soon appear in the light of 
a great diplomatic Mistaké. It confers 
upon America the right of action which 
the President has proposed in this nrat- 
ter. The United States at first pro- 
posed an arbitration of the difficulty. 
That being refused, it is on Inquiry as 
to whether the proposed action of Eng- 
larid relating to the territory of Vene- 
zuela constitutes an infraction of a doc- 
trine whith is embedded in the tradi- 
tions of the country and has come to

A Flower Clock. 


(Harper's Round Table) An English 
journal contains the following ingeni- 
ous hint to the little gardeners. We 
have not tested the schemes ourselves, 
but it reads plausibly as follows: 

It is quite possible to so arrange 
flowers in a garden that all the pur- 
poses of ac lock will be answered. In 
the time of Plinty forty-six flowers 
were known to open and shtu at certain 
hours of the day, and this number has 
since been largely increased. For in- 
stance, a bed of common dandelions 
would show when it was 5:30 in the 
morning and 8:30 at night respectively. 
for those flowers open and shut at the 
times named, frequently to the minute. 
The common hawk-weed opens at 8 
in the morning, and may be depended 
upon to close within a few minutes of 
2 in the afternoon. The yellow goat’s- 
beard shuts at 12 o’clock noon abso- 
lutely to the minute, sidereal time— 
that is, when the sun attains ite high- 
est altitude. Our clocks do not follow 
the sun, but are generally a few min- 
utes fast or slow, eccording to the lons- 
itude of the place where they are. Ti» 
goat’s-beard, however, is true time time 
all the world over. The snowthistle 
opens at 6 a.m. and closes at 11—12 
a.m. The white-lily opens at 7 a.m. and 
closes at 5 p.m.; the pink opens at 8 
a.m. and closes at 6:30 p.m. In the 
tiwns few people know about such de- 
tails as these; nor are the flower clocks 
often see anywhré, though they have 
been constructed occasionally. Even in 
these days, however, farm servants of- 
ten take their dinner hour from the 
sun, or, failin that, from the yellow 
goat’s-beard, which is never mistaken, 
whether it can see the sum or not. 
Should any of the readers of the Round 
Table test the accuracy of this singu- 
lar time-keeping garden it is to be 
hoped they will communicate the result 
of their experiment to the world.

It says thet Canada sells more lumber 
to the United States than to Great Brit- 
ain. The Canadian exports of forest 
products in 1894 to the United States 
aggregated in value $13,903,586, while 
to Great Britain the value of their ex- 
ports was only $12,332,726, and to other 
countries $1,937,491. Speaki rt 
about this it says: “The 
Canadian competition in the limber 
‘markets is sufficiently disastrous in 
New England. In line with this, Mr. 
Shields, a well-Known Minnesota lum- 
berman, says in the Northern Lumber- 

man, of Duluth, that cheap Southern 
lumber is not viewed with nearly so 
much misgiving by Northern lumber.
